The heavy rain storms and floods of the past 
week have interfered to a greater extent with 
business than the severely cold weather and the 
snow storms which preceded them, The last 
two days of pleasant weather have brought 
buyers into the market again, but not in such 
numbers as expected. Consequently in all the 
branches of trade represented by this paper 
there is a lack of the activity which in view of 
the bright prospects held out by the month of 
January, was expected to characterize them at 
this time. Olls are quiet and steady. In pairts 
the only important feature is the satisfactory 

ettlement of differences heretofore existing 
among the corroders and the advance in the 
price of white lead. There is a steady, mode- 
rate jobbing tradein drugs and chemicals, and 
dyestuffs as a rule are quiet. Petroleum is 
bigher. 

The increased activity in the stock market 
has caused a better demand for money, but 
there has been no change in the rate owing to 
the large spot supply. Call loans rule 
at 146@2 per cent. Commercial paper is scarce, 
with a good demand from all sources. We 
quote 60 to 90 days’ indorsed bills re- 
ceivable at 3!4@3% per cent; four months’ 
acceptances at 344@4}4, and good single names, 
having four to six months to run, 444@6.

THE FUTURE OF ARTIFICIAL ALI- 


ZARINE, 

It is confidently believed that the 
market for artificial alizarine has 
reached the lowest notch—namely, 
twenty and twenty-two cents, although 
no definite action has been taken to 
support prices. There are no indica- 
tions that the sharp warfare between 
the foreign makers has lost strength, 
but on the contrary they seem to be 
prepared for a longer siege of sharp 
competition. The nature of the fight, 
however, is changed, and instead of 
dropping the schedule of values fur- 
ther, the purpose is evidently to adhere 
closely to present prices and stubborn- 
ly resist any attempt to advance them, 
until the smaller manufacturers are 
crowded t» the wall and forced to sur- 
render. Itis generally acknowledged 
that the business is unprofitable to 
every manufacturer, and this fact has 
been emphasized lately by the retire- 
ment from the field of a German man- 
ufacturer. This is a victory to the 
larger houses and they expect to record 
several other failures to compete before 
the year is closed. From u reliable 
source we learn that the leading mak- 
ers of artificial alizarine are aiming to 
either crush the small concerns or com- 


pel them to submit to certain 
terms which means a _  combi- 
nation to regulate production 
and values; such a_ result is 


not expected until the end of the year, 
and in the meantime a steady feeling 
may prevail, 


Since the patentees of the process 
were left without legal protection, it 
has been customary to record a de- 
cline every few weeks from one dollar 
and sixty cents for certain shades to 
the prices now quoted. Cheap alizar- 
ine has greatly extended its commercial 
use and we now find it substituted for 
archil extract and various aniline colors 
in combination. An important ad- 
vance in this direction is the use of 
artificial alizarine on woolen piece 
goods and yarns. We were shown 
fifty shades of woolen yarn last week 
which were colored with one mark of 
the alizarine by varying the mordants. 
This is a new feature of the busi- 
ness now being enlarged upon and 
which promises good returns. It will 
thus be seen that the article is not 
being neglected; it has gained in pub- 
lic estimation what it has lost in a 
pecuniary way, and will be better pre- 
pared for the advance when it comes.

THE FLUCTUATIONS IN COCAINE. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the 
consumption of cocaine is steadily on 
the increase, and that remarkable pro- 
gress has been made in its introduc- 
tion as a local anesthetic, prices have 
declined just as rapidly and even now 
there is a perceptible weakness about 
the market which forebodes lower val- 
ues. The precipitation of values is 
owing principally to competition in its 
manufacture and the decline in the 
price of leaves. The discovery of co- 
caine is scarcely two years old and the 
furore created at the time has spread 
to the uttermost partsofthe earth. It 
had many enemies like other new arti- 
cles, but no remedial agent ever re- 
ceived so much abuse as cocaine, which 
has fortunately reacted onits defamers 
to the added popularity of this drug. 
When first brought on this market it 
sold fortwo dollars and a half per 
drachm, then advanced to ten dollars 
and the free advertising it received 
through the medical press attracted 
the attention of American chemical 
manufacturers who were not slow in 
appreciating its importance in the 
medical world. One after another 
started to produce cocoaine muriate 
and the field is now occupied by five 
manufacturers. The largely increased 
production tended to cheapen the 
article and this had the natural effect 
of increasing its consumption, although 
the merits of cocaine are alone suffi- 
cient to make its use universal but 
more sparingly if the high figures rul- 
ing at the start had continued. The 
market at present is quoted at eleven 
to twelve dollars per ounce for bulk. 
Manufacturers are surprised at the 
success of their veuture. They charac- 
terize its sale as being something‘‘won- 
derful” and the movement has kept up 
unchecked with the prospects promis- 
ing of continuing so, as the business in 
cocaine last week is reported to be the 
largest on record.

THE WHITE LEAD SITUATION. 


The meeting of the National White 
Lead Association in this city last week 
was, from all accounts, a very unsatis- 
factory one. Much secrecy was ob- 
served by those in attendance and 
very little information was allowed to 
leak out, but it has transpired that the 
chief object of the meeting was frus- 
trated by the alleged premature publi- 
cation of its cause. In our last issue 
we gave,in as much detail as space 
would admit, the facts, gathered from 
reliable sources, relating to the diffi- 
culty between a Chicago and a Cincin- 
nati corroding firm, These facts were 
indisputable and the giving of them 
for publication was considered by the 
Cincinnati corroder in the light of a 
breach of courtesy, and he refused in 
consequence to attend the meeting. As 
his presence was essential to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the investigation 
and settlement of the trouble, the ma- 
chinery of the meeting was practically 








blocked and on Saturday evening it 
was compelled to adjourn without hav- 
ing accomplished anything definite. 
There is an earnest desire to satisfac- 
torily settle this matter, and it is evi- 
dently expected that the association 
will be assisted in the effort that is 
now beinge made to adjust it, by the 
appearance of a representative of the 
Cincinnati firm. 

There is no doubt that the affairs of 
the National Association are notin as 
satisfactory a condition as is desirable 
for perfect harmony and the integrity 
of such an organization. While ap- 
parently the best of feeling exists,there 
are certain jealousies, both local and 
sectional, which prevent any real unan- 
imity on any question which may 
arise. This manifested itself recently 
in the opposition of a small number to 
the generally expressed wish for an ad- 
vance in prices, and in other ways it is 
occasionally brought to the surface. 
The effect of the combination now in 
existence has been, itis said, to favor 
the Western members at the expense 
of the Eastern corroders. The terri- 
tory of the latter is being continually 
narrowed down while the Westerners 
are as steadily increasing their inroads 
upon trade formerly exclusively con- 
troled and supplied by the Eastern 
men, Tbe latter haveacertain amount 
of trade which cannot be taken from 
them, but they are prevented from in- 
creasing their trade to the extent that 
would be possible under different cir- 
cumstances. Naturally this has engen- 
dered anything but a healthy compe- 
tition and has not been conducive to 
the best of feeling. Still these affairs 
are kept in the background and are 


not allowed to openly affect the inter- 


ests of the association. 

Another element which operates 
against the degree of unanimity which 
is essential to the well being of the or- 
ganization is shown in the differences 
existing between individual members 
of the association such as that whieh 
was the cause of the recent meeting. 
These differences are said to be more 
frequent and more important than 
generally credited, and are encouraged 
by the very combination which was in- 
tended and expected to obliterate 
them. Considering these circumstan- 
stances,and the apparent impossibility 
of securing perfect concert of action on 
any plan that has been suggested for a 
union of interests, it is natural that 
there should be manifested in some 
quarters a desire for an open market. 
This, bad as it has proved to be is pre- 
ferable to a set of rules which handi- 
cap those who faithfully abide by a 
rigid interpretation of their agree- 
ments to the advantage of others who 
though too liberal a construction or a 
wilfull disregard of the terms of the 
agreement violate the provisions. 
In view of the facts here presented 
the result of the present meeting 
will be awaited with great interest, 
particularly by the dealers who have 
profited by the combination. 

Since writing the above we learn 
that at the meeting on Tuesday the 
corroders settied all the main points 
of difference and agreed to an advance 
of one half cent per pound

TESTING THE REBATE PLAN, 


We lay avother circular before our 
readers in another column, which was 
issued by Chairman Kelly of the Com- 
mittee on Proprietary Goods during 
the week, as the result of a meeting 
held in this city to consider the Cincin- 
nati case. It will be seen that the 
committee followed the suggestions of 
the REPORTER made two weeks ago, 
and that they called upon the propri- 
etors to refrain from filling orders for 
their goods from Park & Sons until the 
eommittee are satisfied of their faithfal 
adherence to all contracts, and also to 
the agreement which has been entered 
into by wholesale druggists of Cinein- 
nati. A combined effort to freeze out 
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the delinquent firm until its surrender 
ought to bring about the desired re- 
sult, and from what we can learn, the 
proprietors generally fully acquiese in 
the movement to protect the plan and 
will render all the assistance they can. 
In another column of this issue will be 
found an expression of opinion from a 
number of proprietors in this city, and 
the remedy they give to expunge the 
thorn from the flesh is the same as 
recommended—to prevent a violation 
of contracts by refusing to sell, 
which some have already done. 
It would appear, however, that 
more than ‘one house sign under 
protest and that they receive goods 
from some proprietors just as freely 
under that style of agreement as any 
other. There is a diversity of opinion 
on this point among manufacturers, 
but all agree that the parties protest- 
ing with one exception perhaps, never 
yiolate their contracts. A protest does 
not carry with it the privilege of sev- 
ering the agreement, as it is merely 
the assertion of the signer’s rights and 
claims in order to show that the act 
was not voluntary; a legal contract 
may be as binding {with the protest 
attached, as without, and if the trade 
accept thisas a fact in regard to the 
rebate plan, all well and good, but 
there are proprietors who cannot be- 
lieve that parties who sign under pro- 
test do so with the intention of keeping 
their obligations: it is looked upon as 
a loop-hole of escape from a faithful 
adherence to the agreement and on 
this account some proprietors decline 
to sell under protest. This is another 
bone of contention which will require 
additional attention.

A DECREASED MOVEMENT 
LUBRICATING OILS. 

Heretofore, we found occasion fre- 
quently to congratulate the oil trade 
on the constantly increasing exports of 
lubricants, principally paraffine oils, 
but now it is necessary to tell a differ- 
ent story. The monthly statement 
just issued from the Bureau of Statistics 
shows a decrease in the foreign move- 
ment of American brands of lubricants 
to the extent of 46,257 gallons for 
January, the total figures being 951,124 
gallons for that month and 997,381 
gallons for the corresponding period 
of 1885. The deficit is not much itis 
true, but it is important as indicating 
the course of events in the competitive 
warfare abroad. The seven months 
ending January 1 are also behind the 
similar period of last year by 242,530 
gallons, the aggregate export move- 
ment for the seven months first men- 
tioned being 6,882,667 gallons against 
7,125,197 gallons for the same time of 
1884-5. Baltimore had no exports of 
lubricants last month, Philadelphia 
sent abroad 22,432 gallons, New York 
898,781 gallons and Boston 29,911 gal- 
lons.

AMERICAN OLIVE OIL AND 
ADULTERATION. 

The fruit growers of California have 
sent a memorial to Congress asking for 
more protection on their products, and 
olive oil is included in thelist. They 
want a prohibitory tariff of not less 
than one dollar per gallon, and would 
like to have it increased to two dollars. 
The REPORTER refrains from taking 
part in tariff discussions except in cases 
where existing laws are not properly in- 
terpreted or executed, but the demands 
of the Pacific Coast fruit growers is so 
exorbitant and premature that more 
than a passing notice should be given 
to this'’case. Like most people who im- 
agine they have struck a bonanza, the 

American olive growers make haste 
to ward off competition before they are 
well in the business. The infant indus- 
try of the coast requires many years of 
careful nursing before it is able to cope 
with the trade in the imported article, 
which amounted to 554,418 gallons last 
year, against 688,657 gallons for the 












































year previous. So far, California olive 


oil is unknown on the New York mar- 
ket. Samples of oil from the Southern 
States were received at this office last 
year and shown on ’change, but with- 
out attracting any special interest. 
Olive culture in the South is extending 
but the growers are evidently content 
to meet the foreign competition on the 
basis of twenty-five per cent., which is 
the present duty on olive oil. At a fair 
in Sacramento last month, samples of 
salad olive oil were exhibited and 
quoted at eighty-five cents and one 
dollar and twenty-five cents per bot- 
tle (retail price) according to brand. 
As anargument in favor of a higher 
tariff, a Sacramento paper remarks ; 

“The notorious adulteration of the imported 
olive oil is alone sufficient to justify a high 
tariff. Our consuls in Italy and France say in 
their official reports, that there is no pure olive 
oil exported from those countries. Itisknown 
that millions of gallous of cottonseed oil are 
annually shipped from the United States to the 
Mediterranean ports, to come back in bottles 
labeled “olive oil.” What encouragement is 
there for Californians to undertake to supply 
America with pure oil, necessarily costly, if 
the markets are to be kept flooded with adulte- 
rated stuff from abroad? The European 
grower has great advantages, even without re- 
sorting to adulteration. Freight charges and 
the cost of labor are both in his favor. A suffi- 
ciently protective tariff, however. would build 
up a great olive industry in California and give 
the nation an ample supply of pure, nutritious 
oil, at moderate cost. The home competition 
will be sure to keep duwn the price, and it is 
desirable that it should be as low as is consist- 
ent with profitable production, in order that 
the consumption may be largely increased.” 

It is not true that the American con- 
suls have slandered the foreign article 
to the extent quoted above. They 
have not stated that no pure oil is ex- 
ported from Italy or France, but re- 
ferred incidentally in their reports to 
the adulteration by cottonseed oils. 
Pure oil is always to be obtained in 
this market and buyers of large quan- 
tities make it a practice of testing the 
same before acceptance. The Ameri- 
can brands are just as likely to meet 
similar treatment when they become 
better known in commerce, and while 
the adulteration practice is to be de- 
plored, there will always be an induce- 
ment to add cottonseed oil while such 
a difference in prices exists. If both 
oils were on a relative plane of values, 
we would hear no more about adulte- 
ration and when consumers are better 
educated to the use of cottonseed oil 
for culinary purposes, there will be no 
necessity for adulteration.

THE AFFAIRS OF THE 
STORES EXCHANGE. 

A very earnest desire is manifested 
by a majority of the members of the 
Naval Stores and Tobacco Exchange 
of this city to wind up the affairs of the 
institution, and divide, pro rata among 
those holding membership certificates, 
the funds now in the treasury. A pe- 
tition asking for such action has been 
in circulation for the past two or three 
weeks, and has received the signatures 
of at least three quarters of the mem- 
bers, including some of the trustees. 
As it requires the unanimous consent 
of the members of the Exchange to 
close its affairs, its immediate dissolu- 
tion isnot probable, though at the 
next monthly meeting of the Board of 
Trustees, which will occur on Tues- 
day, March 2, some action will no 
doubt be taken to meet the general 
desire as expressed in the petition 
above referred to. 

The Naval Stores Exchange has not 
been a success, though financially it 
has always been in excellent condition. 
It was projected and incorporated in 
1884 and began business on the ist of 
February in that year. There were 
five grades of certificates of member- 
ship, ranging from twenty-five to one 
hundred and fifty dollars, aud they 
sold quite rapidly at the start, the one 
hundred and fifty dollar seats being 
taken up almost immediately. The

membership grew until it reached four 
hundred and ten and it has remained 
as these figures for some time past. 


But the chief object of the Exchange 
has not been realized. The prominence 
into which petroleum has _ been 
brought in this market as a specula- 
tive article no doubt suggested to the 
turpentine dealers and brokers the 
possibility of giving to spirits of tur- 
pentine a like importance, and it 
was for the purpose of attracting 
outsiders that the Exchange was es- 
tablished. The commodious apart- 
ments vacated by the Maritime Ex- 
change when the latter removed tothe 
new Produce Exchange building was 
selected, and the infant mart started 
out boldly with allthe paraphernalia 
and accessories of a well established 
institution. Unfortunately for the 
success of the venture, the outside 
public did not do its part in fostering 
and promoting it, and spirits of tur- 
pentine and rosin have not attained to 
the importance expected of them. 
What little trading there has been 
done on the floor of the exchange has 
been confined to the members, or 
through them on account of Southern 
dealers. Even the members have 
shown very little interest of late, and 
there have been times when whole 
weeks have elapsed without a single 
sale before, at or after the call, and 
that too when the market seems to 
have been in just the right shape for 
speculative purchases. The crisis in 
the affairs of the Naval Stores and 
Tobacco Exchange had its origin as 
long ago as last summer, in an effort 
said to have been made by outside 
holders of seats to close it up on the 
ground that it was a useless expense. 
The dissatisfaction which then existed 
was quieted for a time but made itself 
apparent again a few weeks ago, when 
an effort was made to consolidate 
the exchange with the Maritime. 
Owing to legal impediments, this 
step was found to be impracticable 
and it was regretfully abandoned, but 
not until the matter had been fully in- 
vestigated and weighed by competent 
committees appointed by their respec- 
tive exchanges. It was then given out 
that the exchange would be removed 
to less expensive quarters as soon as 
possible and would thereafter be con- 
ducted on a more economical basis. As 
we said before it has always been in a 


sound financial condition and after the 
settlement of all claims, if any exist, 
there will be something between forty 
and fifty dollars coming to each of the 
members who have paid for their seats, 
and this fact itis hinted has, in view 
of the comparative uselessness of keep- 
ing up the exchange, induced the mem- 


bers to sign the petition. Although it 


may not have filled the expectations of 
its projectors,the Naval Stores and To- 
bacco Exchange has in its way been of 
great benefit to the trade and there are 
not a few who will be sorry to hear of 
its demise. The nature and import- 


anee of the information furnished by 


its bulletins, which was always reliable 
and prompt, will make the permanent 
closing of its doorsa matter of regret 


to those who have been in the habit of 
daily relying upon these bulletins for 
valuable information not so readily ob- 
tainable from other sources. By these 
at least it will be greatly missed.

INCREASE IN EXPORTS OF ILLU- 
MINATING OILS. 


During January there was a notable 
increase in the exports of illuminating 
oils and a corresponding decrease in 
the trade in other mineral oils, includ- 
ing crude, naphtha, lubricating and 
paraffine oils, and residuum. As com- 
pared with the corresponding month 
in 1885, there was an increase of 8,655,- 
595 gallons in the shipments of burn- 
ing oils, and an increase in the value, 
despite the low prices realized during 
the month for crude at the wells, of 


$670,007. This feature of the monthly | Stock 


statement of the Bureau of Statistics, 
is worthy of special attention. While 
the exports of all other mineral oils 


ported during the 
month of the previous year. 






have fallen off, the demand for Ameri- 
car petroleum abroad has so increased 
as to necessitate large and continued 
shipments. American oil is certainly 
holding its own in foreign climes and 
the trade for 1885, so auspiciously 
opened by January, promises to stead- 
ily increase as the months roll by. 
Possibly all previous records will be 
eclipsed. 


Austria, Spain, France and occasion- 


ally Germany, which countries con- 
sume the bulk of the crude oil shipped 
from America, did not take within 
2,671,078 gallons as much of the stuff as 
they did in the opening month of 1885, 
This reduction in the demand for the 
crude article is partly due to the intro- 
duction of cheap Russian petroleum, 
which is being pushed by its active 
agents for all it is worth, especially in 
the German markets. 


The demand for naphtha has fallen 


off more than half. January’s exports

Of 
lubricating and paraffine oils, 951,124 
gallons were shipped as compared with 
997,381 gallons in January, 1885, a fall- 
ing off of 46,257 gallons.

valued at $3,687,098, as compared with 
36,965,912 gallons in January, 1885, a 
net increase in exports of 5,053,088 gal- 
lons.

LARD AND TALLOW. 
The lard movement to foreign ports 


shows a large falling off for January, 
the deficit amounting to over a million 
dollars in value as compared with the 
business of the same month in 1885, 
The total amount taken by foreign 
ports during the latter period was 
32,126,380 pounds and last month the 
aggregate shipments only reached 
21,559,672 pounds, although prices were 
much lower. 
ending January 31 the exports were 
70,953,773 pounds, 
pounds for the corresponding period 
of last year, a decrease of nearly fifteen 
million pounds for the quarter of 1886. 
Hog products have been in better sup- 
ply in the foreign markets from home 
sources, and to this fact is attributed 
the smaller volume of business.

Since then 
the development of the field has been 
more rapid. {The production for the 
year 18852was 8,760,000 gallons. While 
figures as to the production have been 
comparatively easy of access, it was a 
matter of difficulty to ascertain where 
the oil went to and how much of it 
was shipped out of the country. Cali- 
fornia oil which is now being shipped 
to ports on the Pacific coast of Mexico, 
Central America and South America 
and to the Pacific Islands, threat- 
ens to eventually cut off quite a source 
of revenue to refiners in the Eastern 
States. To what extent California has 
already cutinto the trade of Atlantic 
coast refiners, is shown in the follow-

THE USE OF DEAD OIL IN GLASS 
HOUSES. 

The coal tar product known as ‘‘dead 
oil” is still used to some extent in the 
glory holes of glass houses as a heating 
element, but as the supply has been 
limited and the price high when rela- 
tively compared with other oils, glass 
manufacturers have tried various sub- 
stitutes. In onecase wood was exclu- 
sively used for some time, but was sub- 
sequently abandoned for paraffine gas 
oil which is now interfering with the 
sale of dead oil for that purpose. The 
latter is quoted at six and seven cents 
Per gallon according to quantity and 
views of refiners. The large sized 
glory holes will consume about four or 
five barrels of oil per day. The gas 
tar distillers have made an effort to 
retain their trade with the glasshouses 
by meeting competition in price for 
dead oil which is now nominally worth 
five cents per gallon, but they have a 
new foe to meet in the case of natural

oil is without any importance or 
interest and until the competing sub- 
stitutes made inroads on its territory, 
Prices had no occasion to fluctuate. 
Experiments have been made with the 
view of utilizing the article for illumi- 
nating and lubricating purposes, but 
it was found to be too smoky for lamp 
use and too thin for general lubrica-

The glass works of Chas. H. O’ Neill, at Jersey 
City, were destroyed on Monday; loss $25,000; 
partially insured. A large stock of telegraph 
insulators, lamp chimneys, bottles, and other 
glassware was ruined. 


Acargo of naval stores for New York was 
consumed by fire last week by the burning of 
the schooner C. M. Nevins twenty miles from 
Barnegat. The cargo was from Wilmington 
and consigned to the owners of the schooner. 

The Howard cottonseed oil mill at Palestine, 
Texas, was closed last week, owing toa disa- 
greement between the firm and the employees, 
caused by the discharge of an engineer whom 
the Knights of Labor want to have reinstated. 


The treasury department is considering a 
suggestion that the existing requirement for 
the production of consular invoices on entries 
of imported merchandise not subject to duty 
be dispensed with as troublesome and unneces- 
sary, 

Tbe schooner Five Brothers, loaded with log- 
wood and coffee, which was abandoned at sea 
on January 31, was brought into this port on 
Monday by a prize crew from the Norwegian 
bark Templar. Apparently the cargo was little 
damaged. 

The co-partnership heretofore existing under 
the firm name of Everett & Barling expired on 
February 1 by limitation. Either partner will 
sign in liquidation. Mr. H. W. Everett will 
continue the business at 22 Platt street, under 
the firm name of H. W. Everett & Co. 


The only referenee to glass made in Hewitt’s 
tariff bill, is a paragraph reading as follows: 
“Glass bottles filled are made dutiable at the 
ad valorem rate fixed for their contents, or if 
the contents are not subject to an ad valorem 
duty, the bottles are dutiable at the same rate 
according to classification, as if imported 
empty.” 

Mr. Switzler, the chief of the bureau of stat- 
istics, has taken the initial steps towards secur- 
ing areport upon the commerce, manufactures, 
industries, products and trade of ten Southern 
States. The special agents appointed for the 
respective States will be given until the middle 
of next May to complete their labors.

Henry Miller. The operations of the company 
are to be carried on in Buffalo 


The Vandalia, Ill., paper mills have been sold 
by the assignee for $5.000, subject to $32,000 
mortgages. In addition to this $32,000, there is 
a floating indebtedness of between $8,000 and 
$9,000. The $5,000 for which the property was 
sold will be applied on this indebtedness. It is 
said that the original stockholders will lose all 
they have paid into the corporation, about 
$80,000 in all. The purchasers represented 
$30,000 of this old stock. The mills will be put 
in running order at once. 


Assistant Secretary Fairchild bas written to 
Naval Officer Burt at New York, requesting an 
estimate from him of the amount required un- 
der the recent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court relating tothe dutiable condi- 
tion of imported merchandise to repay to im- 
porters the excessive duties exacted on mer- 
chandise imported into New York, and also an 
estimate of the probable amount of reduction 
of the annual revenue from customs by reason 
of such decision.

and has advanced through every position in the 
counting room until he became cashier and 
chief accountant, In every position he held 
Mr. Krehbiel discharged its duties in a manner 
which wou for him not only the good will of 
all with whom he came in contact, but the con- 
fidence and esteem of his employers. For sev- 
eral years he held the financial power of attor- 
ney of Maj. Horner, whose confidence in his 
trusted employe had been won by bis faithful 
service in every position to which he had been 
called, and in none of which was he ever guilty 
of violating the slightest trust. Mr. Krehbiel, 
although of robust appearance, had been for a 
number of years a victim of heart trouble to 
which he finally succumbed, He was unmar- 
ried, and leaves no immediate relatives except 
his father,

The Lakeside natural gas company wants to 
supply Buffalo with natural gas. It is anti- 
Standard. 


Work on the oil well in Geneva, N. Y., is pro- 
gressing day and night. A depth of over 250 
feet has been reached without meeting rock. 


Four dry holes have been drilled to test the 
Lima oil field in Ohio. If they are fair ones 
they condemn many thousand acres of sup 
posed territory. 


Bradford, so says Capt. J. O. McCrea, pays 25 
per cent. more for gas than Jamestown, N. Y., 
although the gas is piped from the former 
Place, a distance of 25 miles. 

It is reported that Charles S. McCaully, 
Treasurer of Warren county, Pa., isa a defaulter 
inthe sum of $12,000. His defalcation is at- 
tributed to speculation in oil. 


The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics reports 
that the total value of the exports of mineral 
oils from the United States during January, 
1846, was $3,687,098-an increase over January, 
1835 of $388,754. 


In the Dunkard and Willow Tree districts, in 
Greene county, the work of drilling and taking 
leases continues, and it is intended to makea 
thorough test of those sections as soon as the 
weather will permit. 


Since the discovery/of naturalfgas at Wells- 
ville, Ohio, the prices of property has, in a brief 
space of time,|jumped to the highest notch,and 
commandst.in some instances almost fabulous 
sums, 80 great is the craze. 

It is alleged that one million dollars has al- 
ready been spent in the development of the 
Washington county oil fleld, It does not take 
long to sink a heap of money in the deep holes 
from which oil is pumped in that locality. 


Says a London cablegram. Bark Joseph A. 
Ropes, from New York, which put into Mauri- 
tius in distress, had finished repairs January 19 
and would sail soon for Madagascar, 726 cases 
of petroleum in her cargo which were damaged 
were sold at auction, 


Jo. Cappeau the famous oil scout found it 
lonesome living alone, so he went in and won 
Miss Ida M. Jack of Butler, Pa. The marriage 
was celebrated last week. Cappeau has made a 
barrel of mocey in the oil business and is de- 
serving of his good luck. 


The company formed by a number New York 
and Philadelphia‘capitalists, to erect a plant in 
Pittsburg for the purpose of manufacturing 
illuminating gas from natural gas, has selected 
the site of the old Consolidated Gas Company’s 
Works, near Thirty- third street. 


A number of wells are going down on the 
Smith farm at Smith’s Ferry, lately purchased 
by Wm. Semple, and those completed are doing 
satisfactorily. The oil obtained from them isa 
beautiful amber in color, of 46 deg. gravity, and 
a good natural lubricant.—Butler Times, 








A section of pipe of the Standard Pipe Line 
Company which passes through Westchester 
county from the oil region to the Delaware, 
burated on the farm of George Little in East 
Bradford last week. The break was a bad one, 
and a large quantity of oil went to waste. 


The Philadelphia Oil Exchange, at a special 
meeting held Feb. 9, decided to vacate the pre- 
sent quarters for more commodious apart- 
ments on Chestnut street, between Third and 
Seventh, providing a suitable place can be se- 
cured for an annual rental not exceeding $5000. 


Land owners who are operating in the South- 
ern McKean field say the district may possibly 
produce 2,0.0 barrels of oil a day when the wells 
now drilling are all finished. Such opinions 
supported by actual developments are not cal- 
culated to bring about fifty cent oil.—Bradford 
Era. 


The bark Granville Belle sailed from this 
port February 2 for Kurrachee with 410,000 
gallons of petroleum. On February 3 the bark 
was towed into Newport leaking. She had 
struck a wreck near Montauk. After repairs 
ure made the bark will proceed to her destina- 
tion. 


The report of the Franklin, Venango county, 
Pa., pipe line for February makes a better 
showing than for some time. The runs are 
about 2000 barrels less than in January and the 
shipments are about 4000 barrels more than for 
the same period, while the stocks have been re- 
duced over 2000 barreis. 


A firm made up of Wm. Semple, of Alleghe- 
ny, 8. M. Boyd, S. P. Armstrong, P. Connors 
and Jobn Fishell has been formed to carry on 
the natural gas business in Columbiana county, 
Ohio, and supply the towns of East Liverpool, 
Wellsville and New Lisbon with fuel. Leases 
have already been sccured covering six thou- 
sand acres ef gas territory,and the work of 
developing it has already been begun. 


The Ohio River Gas Company of Pennsylva- 
nia, will increase their capital stock this month 
to $500,000, At the first the intention of the 
company was to merely limit their transactions 
to furnishing the smaller town along the Ohio 
River above Baden with gas. At their last 
meeting the directors of the company decided 
to extend their lines ito {Allegheny and enter 


into competition with the companies now op- 
erating there, 

The Erie, Pa., Councils at a speciai meeting, 
passed an ordinance admitting the Pennsyl- 
vania Gas Company without any restrictions, 
other than to keep the streets in order and in- 
demnify the city against any loss. The Coun- 
vils required the Pennsylvania Company to 
guarantee to the mun'cipality, all school 
buildings and charitable institutions a reduction 
of 25 per cent in charges for fuel. The com- 
pany is anti-Standard. 


Dr. F. W. Crooks, who claimed to be acting 
as agent for the Camden Oil Company, of 
Pittsburg, in the purchase of Ortega Ranch for 
$65,000, has been arrested on a charge of fraud 
at Santa Barbara, Cal., but released on bail. 
At the time of the alleged purchase drafts 
drawn on the Camden Oil Company were de- 
clared by that corporation to be forgeries. 
Crooks negotiated one of: these drafts for 
$15,000. 


A freight train on the Erie Rallroad loaded 
with kerosene vil in barrels rounded the sharp 
curve at the Mahwah bridge, between the sta- 
tion of Mahwah and Sufferns on February 9. 
When fully around the curve the train broke 
in two, and a flagman was sent back, buta coal 
train came thundering down the grade, and its 
engineer was unable to prevent a collision. 
The oil train took fire and burned up. The 
heat wasso great that telegraph poles were 
burned and the wires broken. Ten cars were 
destroyed. 


The clerks in the State department at Harris- 
burg are kept busy recording gas charters. The 
Manufacturing gas company of Oil City, with 
a capital of $30,000, has been incorporated. The 
company proposes producing gas in Pine 
Grove and Cranberry townships, Venango 
county, Fern City, Clarion, Oil City, Franklin, 
Cooperstown, Meadville, Cochranton, Craw- 
ford county; Erie, Corry and other points. The 
stockholders—all of Oil City—are John B. 
Smithman, 20,000 shares; Alvin D. Deming 2,000, 
William J. Innis 2,000, David L. Trax 1,000, and 
John C, M. Kisson 5,000. 


The greatest activity is going on in Lima, O., 
oil circles since the big strikes of a few days 
ago, when two fifty barrel wells and a one hun- 
dred and thirty barrel flowing well were struck. 
The field is filled with speculators from the 
Pennsylvania regions and many thousand 
acres of land have been leased. The paper mill 
Citizens, Wise & Baxter wells pump at least 
fifty barrels aday. The Trenton Rock Com- 
pany, of which the McCalmont Oil Company 
control $250,000 of the $500,00) capital, have 
fifty thousand acres of land leased. Other com- 
panies are in the fleld. Over fifty new wells 
are being sunk in Lima and vivinity. 


Since the decline in price the upper country 
has called in its drilling forces, and where 
numerous sets of tools have been kept busy 
there is nota sound to be heard. They quickly 
realize the effect of a 25 per cent reduction in 
values as the recent turn has produced. Let 
us see. Twenty-five per cent from the value 
of 33,000,000 barrels at $1 a barrel makes a net 
loss on the stuff above ground of $8,250,000. To 
pursue this thought so as to calculate the pro 
rata loss on all other property of the region 
would produce a picture of depreciation not 
very pleasant to contemplate. Drilling must 
cease everywhere unless the return trip in 
va.ues is resumed.—Warren Paragraph. 


Mr. Eben Brewer editor of the Erie Dipatch, 
in vigorously characterizing Standard 
methods, says: “Three hundred million dol- 
lars, absolutely stolen from the people of this 
country, constitutes the capital of the monop- 
oly, and it isan engire of oppression and des- 
truction such as has never before existed in 
the history of the world’s commerce, Not one 
dollar which the Standard Oil Company has 
derived from any branch of its business was 
ever honestly earned by fair, legitimate, lawful 
business methods. Not one dollar was ever 
paid to any member of the company in the 
shape of a dividend which did not bear the taint 
of crime. Every officer, director, managing 
agent and leading stockholder of the Standard 
Oil Company and of the old United Pipe Lines 
(the precursor of the United Gas Lines) is now 
and has been for years a conspirator and a 
criminal, and will ao continue until the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars of which those 
companies have defrauded the State are ac- 
counted for and paidinto the Treasury of the 
Commonwealth.” 


An independent pipe line from Warren to 
Titusville is not an impossibility if the National 
Transit Company does not increase its facilities 
for delivering its oil by pipe at the latter place. 
The Tidioute and Titusville pipe line delivers 
only about 25,000 barrels of oil per month at 
Titusville, we are informed, which is less than 
the capacity of the Acme refinery alone. Be- 
sidesthis the independent refineries at Titus- 
ville, we have it on good authority, refine 35,- 
000 barrels of oil per month, The oil the Titus- 
ville refiners use must therefore be brought to 
the refineries in cars, for the most part. Large 
quantities of the oil used by them is brought 
from the middle field, main!y from Clarendon, 
etc.,and all this must be shipped tothem by 
rail, They feel that their interests are of suffi- 
cient magnitude to justify them in asking for 
the cheaper pipe line transportation facilities 
and unless they can secure such from the Na- 
tional Transit Company they will undoubtedly 
take steps to secure it in some otber way,—Bliz 
zard,

Proprietors Interviewed on the Re- 
bate System. 


A representative of the REPORTER called 
upon the owners and sole agents of proprietary 
articles in this city last week to ascertain their 
position in regard to the contract plan, which 
is still the uppermost theme of discussion in 
the trade, With one or two exceptions there 
was no objection to being interviewed for pub- 
lication, and in several instances the proprie- 
tors were very emphatic in their expressions, 
There was a general desire to know what 
others had to say on the subject, and this desire 
is now gratified by the appended interviews: 


Mr. D. P. Templeton, of the Maltine Manu- 
facturing Company, believed in a strict obsery- 
ance of the contract and said: “We were 

“among the first to inaugurate the system, and 
taking everything into consideration, I think 
the plan has worked satisfactorily, and if prop- 
erly carried out would be a benefit to all con- 
cerned, There are objections, of course, as 
large capital has not been favored, the small 
jobbers receiving as good terms for certain 
quantities of geods as extensive establish- 
ments when ordering several times the amount 
There are dealers in Boston, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia and Cincinnati who are opposed to the 
plan on the ground that no outside rules should 
govern their business. About six firms used tc 
sign the contract under protest but they are 
now all living up to it, we believe, except the 
firm in Cincinnati made prominent in the pres- 
ent discussion, Weonly hear that the Cincin- 
nati house is eva cing the plan and have no evi- 
dence that they decline to observe it. We wrote 
to J.D.Park & Sons after receiving the circular 
letter from the proprietary committee, and 
stated that we hoped they would think better 
of the contract plan und observe it. Our con- 
tracts are not violated. Kvery jobber should 
make aciean profit of ten per cent. or he can- 
not live, and the rebate goods give him that op- 
portunity. It is to his advantage to respect 


, the contract.” 


Mr. Leeming of the firm of Thos. Leeming & 
Co., sole agents for *‘Nestles Food,” was found 
to be absent in Switzerland, but Mr. H. B. 
Smith of the firmn gave the desired information. 
The house was among the first to take hold of 
the plan and there was no occasion for ques- 
tioning the motives of any buyer until the cir- 
culars of the proprietary committee were cir- 
culated. After consulting with Chairman Kelly, 
Mr. Smith sent a letter to J. D. Park & Sons of 
Cincinnati ashing if they contemplated the 
violation of their contract with them and re- 
gretting that circumstances had caused the 
inquiry. Before a reply was received, an order 
for goods came from the Park house by tele- 
graph. Mr. Smith wiredin return, “on receipt 
of satisfactory assurance by letter that our 
prices will be kept inviolate, we will ship 
goods.” In response to this a telegram was re- 
ceived from Park on last Thursday reading: 
“Have mailed you letter indicating our will- 
ingness to continue to maintain your prices.”’ 
A letter subsequently arrived in which 
they explained their position at length 
and closed with the words: **We can say to you 
that the committee can have no evidence 
against usin your case, and further that we 
shall maintain your price in the future to the 
best of our ability.”” This was entirely satis- 
factory and the order for *‘Nesties Food” was 
shipped immediately. The writer was shown 
all the correspondence between the two houses, 
and he asked for the privilege of publishing 
the reasons assigned by the Cincianati firm for 
their go-as-you-please policy in treating with 
the contract plan, but Mr. Smith did not feel at 
liberty to grant the privilege as it would be a 
breach of confidence, in his mind, to publish 
the private letter. In conclusion, Mr. Smith 
said: ‘*We would refuse to sell to any house 
that would break our prices, I believe the 
proprietors are solid on this question and 
realize the necessity of the contract being kept. 
I don’t think there can be the least doubt 


about the rebate plan _ being main- 
tained. No half way acceptarace would 
suit us; signing under protest would 


not eecure Our goods. Every proprietor should 
see to it that the old contract on his own goods 
is kept in tact by the jobbers.” The following 
is a copy of a blank contract which every buyer 
has to sign before obtaining any quantity of 
“Nestile’s Food:” 


hereby certify, that....huve not 
sold, nor has any employee or agent of... sold, 
either directly or indirectly, since April 15, 1881, 
any Nestle’s Milk Foud, or Lacteous Farina, for 
less than $450 per doz»n in quantities of less 
than one case (50 tins), and $4 45 per dozen in 
quantities of one case (50 tins) or more. Neith- 
er have...... divided or traded the above lot 
with any other party; and......hereby guaran- 
teo that the above lot shall not be divided or 
traded with any other pariy, and that none 
shall be sold at less than above-named prices. 


Mr. 8. R. Pinckney of the Himrod Manufac- 
turing Co., who took an active part in the Cam- 
pion plan discussion, is a firm believer in the 
rebatesystem. He said: “I was among the 
first to inaugurate the contract plan, and the 
first order of goods after our rebate circulars 
were sent out, came from J. D. Park & Sons, 
But we have refused to sell tothat or any other 
house that evades or tries to evade the con- 
tract, and our business relations with Park 


have ceased in consequence for the present, 
and they will continue so while the contract is 
not respected. A contract is a contract and 
there is no alternative between flatly refusing 
to accept, or signing with the full intention of 
keeping it. Any house attempting to evade it 
is small potatoes.” 

In the absence of Mr. John F. Heury in the 
West, Mr. Henry F. Bowen, of the firm of John 
F. Henry & Co., said that ‘*we entered with all 
the rest several years ago in the rebate plaa 
and have always found it to work successfully. 
Our firm adopted the system on the condition 
that the wholesale druggists throughout the 
country should not handle counterfeit or imi- 
tation proprietary articles. Formerly, a man- 
ufacturer who bad spent a large fortune in ad- 
vertising, was often brought to bankruptcy 
and constant legal expense caused by wholesale 
druggists dealing in or secretly pushing imita- 
tion goods bought at alow rate. We thought 
if the jobbers would refuse to sell any imitation 
article, it would benefit and protect the manu- 
facturer, and we therefore added our name to 
the list of manufacturers adopting the rebate 
system. While there are several wholesale 
druggists who oppose the rebate plan, there are 
several druggists who still push imitation pro- 
prietary articles; but if the manufacturers and 
wholesalers stand together and do an honest 
business, the trade of the country will be on a 
more satisfactory basis than heretofore. Let 
me tell you, sir, that a certain wholesale mer- 
chant of this city who prides himself on being 
a druggist, is permitting his house to injure the 
manufacturer and the trade generally, not to 
say anything of the consumer, by purchasing 
imitation goods and knowing them to be such 
in order to save a doliar—and this same house 
does one of the largest businesses in proprie- 
tary medicines in the country; but the mer- 
chant in question generally goes out of his way 
to attack the proprietary business. What we 
all want—manufacturers as well as jobbers—is 
to stand by one another to our mutual profit.”” 

The Centaur company representative said 
that they entered into the rebate arrangement 
with good faith and purpose, adhering to it. 
They experienced no trouble in having con- 
tracts observed, and the plan worked to their 
satisfaction. The gentleman did not think it 
necessary to go into particulars, and declined 
toexpress an opinion on firms signing under 
protest. 

Mr. Brent Good, of the Carter Medicine Co.— 
All our contracts are signed regularly and 
never under protest. We sha!) adhere to the 
rebate plan and think it is to the interest of 
every proprietor to do the same. In two cases 
where the rebate has been broken we have the 
positive assurance in writing of those who did 
violate it that they will live up to itinthe 
future. We refuse to sell to any one who 
breaks the plan. 

Mr. Wm.F. Kidder, of the firm of Wm.F.Kid- 
der & Co., and Carbolic Soap Co.—We believe 
that the jobbing druggists who handle{proprie- 
tary goods where the value Is fixed entirely by 
the manufacturer, should receive a percentage 
for handling the same not less than the present 
rebate, which we understand is usually ten per 
cent. We think also that the retail druggist 
should receive a profit of not less than 33 1-3 
percent. Tothat extent we are in favor of the 
rebate plan. We would like to obviate if pos- 
sible the trouble constantly arising from the 
so called violation on the part of many whole- 
sale dealers of this plan. Unless the jobbers 
live up to their agreement the plan would be 
more apt to work disaster to the manufacturers 
than if they sold their goods irrespective of re- 
bate. Like all other combinations to control 
prices there would {be some black sheep. We 
can simply say that we are in favor of any plan 
that affords the jobber a good square ten per 
cent. profit and the retailer 33 1-3 per cent. 


Mr. D. Hiscox, of Hiscox & Co—We are fa- 
vorably disposed toward the rebate plan. J. 
D. Park & Sons are naturally opposed to it as 
they deal exclusively in proprietary articles 
and want to command the retail trade by quot- 
ing better prices than wholesale druggists. We 
sympathize with the wholesalersand want them 
to make a living profit, but the contract plan is 
the only way of doing it. We have declined to 
sell Park & Sons. There arc others who sign 
under protest but we sellthem goods so long 
as they keep our contract. Some retailers are 
opposed to it because they cunnot buy at cut 
rates but a strict observance of the system of 
course benefits retailers as a class. 


Lyon Manufacturing Co.—We are very much 
in favor of the rebate plan and regard it as a 
good thing and‘shall certainly uphold it. There 
is no necessity of going into particulars. We 
have nothing more to say upon the subject. 

Dr. W. H. Tutt—We carry out the rebate 
plan and don’t sell goods to anyone who fails 
to keep the contract. Park & Sons are observ- 
ing it and we have experienced no difficulty in 
having all of contracts adhered to. Wholesal- 
ers cannot object to it.as it; affords them ten 
per cent. profit. 

Mr. T. F. Main, of Tarrant & Co.—We find 
that the rebate system works very well. In 
our jobbing department it dispenses with an 
immense amount of correspondence which we 
used to have on account of the irregularity of 
prices, and so far as I am aware it works to the 
satisfaction of all parties concerned. As pro- 
prietors we went into the rebate system for the 
benefit of the trade at large and would not 
thing of selling goods to any man whom we 
suspected would break the engagement with 
us. Our agreement expresely prohibits a 
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division of goods as it would break the effect 
ofthe rebate plan, for in such an event one 
party would obtain a quantity of goods on the 
best terms without signing an agreement to 
maintain prices. 

Mr. W. D. Reed, manager for Dr. Radway & 
Co.—The rebate plan is an excellent institution 
—no doutt of it. We have had our goods under 
that system since November, 1884, and have 
experienced no difficulty or unpleasantness in 
having dealers fall in and keep our contracts. 
We think it gives the jobber more interest in 
getting customers whom they are more liable 
to retaiz than before the introduction of the 
system, For over 30 years during my experi- 
ence there were always dissensions and cutting 
of rates until the rebate plan was adopted, but 
astrict observance of the plan seems to have 
subverted this and established confidence and 


fair dealing.

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Crooked Inspection of Oil at Phila- 


delphia. 

The controversy between the Atlantic refin- 
ing company and Arthur Stewart, the inspector 
of petroleum appointed by Mayor Smith, re- 
lating to branding oil, culminated in the arrest 
of Caleb J. Chesshire, manager, and James 
Harding, of the company, on the charge of 
having violated the act of May 15, 1874, the 
former by interfering with the inspector and 
Harding by fraudulently making inspections 
of coal oil aud branding the same. Inspector 
Stewart appeared as prosecutor. The case was 
heard before Magistrate Lennon. Mr Stewart 
testified as to his official position and placed 
Peter Gosnear, 19 Prime street, on the stand. 
The witness testified that he had been em- 
ployed by Mr. Stewart to brand oil. He knew 
Mr. Chesshire as superintendent of the Atlantic 
refining company and had seen Harding brand 
some barrels. The witness had not seen any oll 
leave the company’s warehouse lately without 
baving been inspected and stamped, except 
some of De Voe’s oll. 

J. G. Franklin, assistant inspector of oils, 441 
Dickinson street, testified that he had objected 
to Chesshire branding the barrels fire test 150 
deg. The witness refused to so brand the bar- 
rels when the test showed but 130 deg. He had 
branded some at the latter figure. He offered 
to so brand all of the oil, but was not allowed. 
Chesshire said that he could have the State oil, 
but not the export. On February 1 the witness 
found the oil in barrels and refused to brand it 

until the bungs were removed. He had not 
had any communication with the management 
since February 3, although letters had been 
sent to him requesting him to call. The wit- 
ness had known oil to be branded by Lockwood 
Bros. & Holly and James Harding. The wit- 
ness had been in the habit of testing oil taken 
from tanks, but found that he had been de- 
ceived. In the cross-examination Franklin 
said that John Lloyd, 309 Walnut street, had 
complained that the oil branded for the At- 
lantic company would not stand a test of 150 
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deg. and requested that a test be made by the 
inspector, as the methods of the Atlantic com- 
pany interfered with his business. 

Counsel for the defense asked if the trouble 
had not arisen from a demand by Mr. Stewart 
for more money than he was entitled to, but 
this was objected toand ruled out. Counsel 
added that his clients were willing to allow the 
case to go to court. Bail was fixed xt $600 each. 
The penalty for violation of the act is $250 fine 
and one year’s imprisonment.—Philadelphia

Arguments Against the Menhaden 
Bill. 


Senator Sewell’s bill to prohibit fishing within 
two miles of the Atlantic coast for menhaden 
or any other fish to be manufactured into oil, 
fish guano, or any fertilizing material, was 
opposed before the Senate Committee on Fish- 
eries last week by a large delegation of persons 
interested in the menhaden fisheries. Among 
those present were President Daniel F.Church, 
of the United States Menhaden Oil and Guano 
Association, through whose efforts the meeting 
was held; Fish Commissioner Blackford of New 
York; H. A. Reeves of Greenport, Long Island; 
Charles H. Parsons of Gloucester, Mass., and 
residents of Connecticut, Rhode Island, New 
Jersey, Maryland, and North and South Caro- 
lina, It was claimed that the passage of the bill 
would absolutely deatroy an industry involving 
$3,000,000 and employing over 2,000 men, while 
twine makers and others who deal in material 
used by fishermen and farmers, who need cheap 
fertilizers, would also be injuriously affected. 
Mr. Blackford and others contended that men- 
haden fishing in no way affected the catching 
of food fish, and that the supply of these along 
the coast varied from yearto year from natu- 
ral causes, and would not be affected by any 
kind of legislation. Fish would be svarce one 
year and plenty the next, without any appar- 
ent cause, and without reference to the amount 
of the menhaden catch in any season. The 
speakers made strong arguments in support of 
their position that the proposed law was as un- 
necessary as it was injurious to a large indus- 
try, and they think the result will be the defevt 
of the measure.

A Lard Syndicate. 


James R. Keene is suing E. A. Kent and 
Abraham Poole, brokers, in the Supreme Court 
to recover about $200,000 as his share of certain 
profits made from a syndicate in the purchase 
and sale of over 150,000 tierces of lard during 
the years 1879 and 1880,and last Friday a motion 
was argued before Judge Barrett, in Supreme 
Court Chambers, by Mr. L. A. Gould, 02 behalf 
of the defendants, to compel Mr. Keene to 
strike out certain portions of his complaint, 
and also to furnish them with a bill of particu- 
lars. Mr, Kecne was represented by H. 8. Ben- 
nett, who opposed the motion, and contended 
that it was impossible for him to furnish the 
defendants with a bill of particulars as they 
had all the information that can be needed and 
defend the action. The syndicate was compos- 
ed of D. and U. G. Miller, of Waterbury, Conn., 
a Philadelphia firm; Elmer A. Kent and Abra- 
ham Poole, of Chicago,and Mr. Keene. The 
latter says that he was responsible for 50,000 
tierces of lard, the Philadelphia firm for 40,000. 
Kent for 20,000, and the Millers for 20,000. After 
the syndicate was closed the Millers made 
charges to the effect that Messrs. Kent and 
Poole had defrauded them out of their share in 
the profits of the syndicate. Soon after they 
sued Kent and Poole in the Supreme Court for 
an accounting of the profit arising out of the 
lard sale. Mr. Keene refused to join in that ac- 
tion, because, he says, he did not have sufficient 
proof of the charges of fraud. While the syn- 
dicate was operating Keene says he deposited 
large amounts of money with the brokers to in- 
demnify them against any loss. The suit 
brought by the Millers ran along until 1884, 
when it was discontinued. Keene says that the 
suit was settled by the payment of $62,500 to 
the Millers by Kent and Poole, but the latter 
declare that this allegation is utterly false. 

Judge Barrett took the papers and reserved 


his decision upon the motion.

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Philadelphia’s Growing Petroleum 
Trade. 


There is at present more than 25,000 registered 
tons of German shipping bound to Philadel- 
phia, writes a correspondent to load refined 
petroleum for German account. This influx 
of shipping is because the prices of refined 
petroleum are cheaper here than at any other 
Port in the United States, Eighty barks and 
ships of that nationality loaded here last year, 
and it is hkely that doutle that amount will be 
cleared during 1886. The tonnage now in port 
amounts to 11,219 tons. The refined oil is car- 
ried almost exclusively to German ports, while 
the crude goes to Fiume, Austria, where the 
Rothschilds have started a refinery after the 
American style, nearly all the machinery being 
brought from the United States. The vessels 
employed in the trade hail from Bremen, and 
the prevailing rate paid for freight is about 2s 
3d per barrel.

What Customs Officials Think of the 
Decision on Coverings. 


It is variously estimated at the Treasury De- 
‘partment that the recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court that cartons and other 
coverings of imported merchandise do not 
form an element of the dutiable value of the 
goods contained therein will cause a loss to the 
Government in refunds and in a decrease of 
revenue from customs of between $3,000,000 
and $14,000,000. A careful estimate is now being 
prepared at the Department. 

Deputy Naval Officer Couch, in speaking of 
the decision, said the Government had claimed 
that the expense of the cartons or coverings 
for dutiable goods was necessary to put the 
goods in condition to be sold abroad, and that 
they were therefore part of the value of the 
goods, and must enter into the dutiable value. 
The carton, it was claimed, was not an incident 
to the transportation of the goods, but by its 
use gave sale and value to the goods abroad. It 
would be difficult, in his opinion, to make a ju- 
dicious discrimination as to what was dutiable 
and what was not. The loss to the Government 
would be very great, not only in the reduced 
duties of the future, but in the reimbursement 
of importers who have paid the excess since 
1883. 

Joseph Trelour, chief of the Correspondence 
bureau of the Custom House said: 

“The government will lose ull the way from 
$3,000,000 to $7,000,000 a year in duties, perhaps 
more, and will have to refund millions of dol- 
Jars besides. Appraiser McMullin estimates the 
joss per annum at stil) larger figures—at $15,- 
000,000 a year, or ten per cent on the entire im- 
portations; but I think this estimate is about 
fifty per cent too high.” 

“How much will the government be obliged 
to refund?” 

“It will be millions, as I have said, but it will 
take an additional force of clerks in the Col- 
lector’s office, the Appraiser’s office and the 
Naval office about three years to make the 
computation.” 

“Has any effort been made to protect the 
government from the repayment of so much 
money in future by imperfet and ambiguous 
laws?” 

“Mr. Hewitt has introduced a bill in Congress, 
a copy of which I have here. Its effect is to 
include in the dutiable value of goods all the 
charges upon them up te the time the goods 

are ready forahipment, But the trouble with 





this bill is itis not specific enough; the same 
question would be raised under it which re- 
sulted from the existing law—the act of 18838.” 

“*What do you think of the decision as to car- 
tons? 

“Of course, I cannot criticise the decision of 
the Supreme court as to the law of the case. 
But as to the equity of the matter I say em- 
phatically,”’ and Mr. Trelour spoke with em- 
phasis “that, as the cartons add to the value of 
the goods they contain, they should certainly 
be dutiable.” 

Appraiser McMullin, who has had over thirty 
years’ experience, and all other customs offi- 
cers who prufess to understand the question 
seem to take the same view of the decision. 
They say, without disrespect to the Supreme 
Court, that the decision is to be regretted. They 
regard it as inequitable and fear that it will lead 
to undervaluations and abuses. 

Mr. Livingston, Chief of the Bureau of Pro- 
tests and Appeals, said that he did not think 
the refund would amount to more than four 
millions. In order to give a merchant a valid 
claim for duties improperly exacted, the 
statute requires that the protest and appeal be 
made within thirty days of the liqnidation of 
aninvoice. The appeal is to the department 
and in case the appraisement is sustained the 
merchant must bring suit within ninety days, 
or his claim is forfeited. 

“I shall be surprised if the deficit arising out 
ot this decision does not reach $30,000,000, not 
to speak of the refund,” said a prominent 
Special Agent of the Treasury. ‘All Customs 
officers have encountered great difficulties in 
keeping the dutiable values up to the proper 
standard under the law as misinterpreted, ac- 
cording to the Supreme Court. The difficulties 
now will be greatly multiplied, with much less 
chance of detecting those who are taking ad- 
vantage of their new-formed privileges. 
Nothing but prompt legislative action will 
prevent great loss to the Treasury and dis 
turbance of trade, in which honest importers 
will be driven to the wail.” 

“It is the most serious embarrassment that 
ever occurred in the Customs administration of 
this port,” said Naval Officer Burt. ‘In the first 
place it means a most serious deficit in the in- 
come which Secretary Manning had counted 
upon to meet the expenses of the fiscal year. It 
would be next to impossible to even approxi- 
mate the amount that will necessarily have to 
be refunded under the decision. We know of 
3,400 protests and appeals made in regular form 
that will be made the subject of claim for re- 
fund. As many of these individual cases of ap- 
peal cover more than one invoice, it would be 
mere guessing to name the amounts.”’ 

“Must it necessarily complicate appraise- 
ments?” was asked. 

“It cannot fail to do so in many lines of 
goods. How shall the appraiser ascertain the 
market or dutiable value of the naked silk rib- 
bons, which are put up in cartons especially 
to enhance their market value? An importer 
who desires can swell the items of packing costs 
while he lessens the ostensible cost price of the 
naked merchandise. He makes the balance all 
right as far as his own ledger is concerned, but 
he places a serious handicap upon the appraiser 
who seeks to assess the legal duties. Then 
again, some goods are worth less than their 
packing. An invoice of $11,000 worth of shoe 
blacking bas just been liquidated at something 
over $4,000 under this decision.” 

“Will not the reliquidation require a large 
increase ofthe clerical force?” 

“Uunquestionably. The work of reliquida- 
tion will require the work of our most experi- 
enced men, for many delicate questions will 
necessarily arise which only clerks of long ex- 
perience will be competent to deal with. How 
much increase of force it will require we cane 
not compute just now. In any aspect it is of 
the utmost importance that Congress immedi- 
ately repeal section 7, leaving the law where it 
stood before or else amend it so as to make it 
perfectly unambiguous.”

Claims Under the Tariff Law. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has had pre- 
pared and laid before the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives a statement of some 
of the more important questions arising under 
the Tariff act of 1883, which upon protest and 
appeal to the Department have been decided 
adversely to the importers aud upon which 
suits have been begun by the importers against 
the collectors for the recovery of the amount 
of duties claimed to have been illegally ex- 
acted. Included in the Secretary’s statement 
are two or three questions which have already 
gone to the courts and have there been decided 
against the Department, one of the most im- 
portant or these being the question whether 
the cost of cartons and inside coverings of 
merchandise should be added to the market 
price of the goods as an element of dutiable 
value. In a brief letter transmitting this 
statement to Congress the Secretary commends 
to the House an early consideration of all 
these questions: “To the end and that the will 
of Congress thereon may be clearly expressed 
and the law made certain for the future.” He 
points out that there are over 2,300 collecters’ 
suits pending in the Southern district of New 
York alone, ané says that while “no legislation 
should attempt to constrain a judicial deter- 
mination of these suits which shall be injurious 
to the rights of the plaintiffs, * * * proper 
legislation can prevent the beginning of new 
suite on similar questions.” 


He directs the attention of the House of 
Representatives to the fact that where the 
final decision of the courts shall be that the 
moneys involved in these suits were illegally 
exacted the Treasury will be called on to pay 
6 per cent interest thereon, and he points out 
that the rate of interest is quite, if not twice as 
much asthe Government would have to pay 
were it to issue new gold bonds. 

In concluding his letter the Secretary says: 
“IT earnestly urge the House of Representatives 
by pertinent amendments to the existing 
Tariff law to put an end to the questions so far 
as future importations shall be concerned.”

TUESDAY EVENING, Feb. 16, 1886. 


There has been but a moderate amount of 
business transacted in the market for paints 
and colors during the past week. The prospects 
for a good spring trade continue very flatter- 
ing, and it is expected that by the beginning of 
next mcnth a lively business will bein pro- 
gress. Advices from all sections indicate that 
004s will be needed, as the amount of stock 
carried over from last season by the jobbers 
and dealers is unusually small, while the indi- 
cations point to a largely increased demand 
from consumers. There have been no import 
ant changes in prices this week, except in 
those of white lead which have been ad- 
vanced one half cent per pound. Although 
there is now an open market on red lead and 
litharge, no cut in rates has been reported as 
yet, the enhanced cost of pig lead probably 
preventing such action by the manufacturers. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead is again advancing. The demand is 
reported to have been extremely active during 
the early part of the week, but towards the 
close the very limited offerings restricted busi- 
ness, There have been sales in this market of 
about 1000 tons at 4 65@4 70c, 200 tons at 4 7244c, 
and 200 tons for March shipment at 4 75c. There 
was also a sale of 200 tons foreign for early 
shipment at 4 75c, but since then the market on 
the other side has advanced and 4 75c has been 
refused on further offers to buy. The St Louis 
market has shown increasing activity, but 

» holders are not willing to sell except in a small 
way and demand 450cfor both common and 
refined Chicago has also been active, the sales 
being to Eastern buyers. Stocks are limited, 
and 4 5%c is the spot price. 


The National White Lead Aasociation was in 
session from Thursday morning until Saturday 
evening last, at the Murray Hill Hotel in this 
city. The meeting was well attended, nearly 
every corroder being represented in person or 
by proxy. The object of the meeting as stated 
in our last issue, was to inquire into and adjust 
if possible certain differences existing between 
a corroder and a number of dealers in Chicago 
onthe one hand and a Cincinnati corroding 
firm on the other. This matter was first 
brought before the Western association, and 
was by it referred to the national organization. 
Although this was in reality the object which 
brought the corroders together in this city last 
week, the impression was given out that the 
purpose of the gathering was the discussion of 
general matters affecting the interests of the 
trade, including the subject of prices. Although 
the sessions were held with closed duorsand the 
members were exceedingly non-commital, we 
areable tosay that on Saturday night the asso- 
ciation was practically no nearer a solution 
of the weighty matter which had been the sub- 
ject of its deliberations than before the first 
session on Thursday. The cause of this, it is 
intimated, is that one of the parties to the dis- 
pute—the Cincinnati corroder—refused to at- 
tend the meeting on account of the publica- 
tion in the REPORTER of the facts in the case 
before they had been officially acted upon. 
While the association was waiting for the Cin- 
cinnati house to accede to the request,sent sev- 
eral times during the meeting, that it would 
send a representative to the convention or at 
least a statement of its side of the question, th« 
association engaged in lengthy discussions on 
the topic of prices and the reports that in some 
sections dealers were persistently cutting 
prices, using white lead asa leader. The asgo- 
ciation adjourned on Saturday to meet again 
this (Tuesday) morning. The result of to-day’s 
meeting was to ratify the action taken on Sat- 
urday in advancing prices one-half cent per 
pound. Thisaction was dependent upon the 
result of a visit of a committee appointed to 
wait upon the Cincinnati corroder and lay be- 
fore him the matter which the association met 
to settle, with a view to securing his promise to 
adhere to the association agreement. The 
committee reported by telegraph that every 
thing had been satisfactorily arranged, and the 
association immediately notified the trade 
of its action in advancing prices, After 
the first two or three sessions ‘of last 
week’s meeting there was developed a 
very unanimous desire that all differences 
should be settled and a willingness to make 
concessions was shown onevery side. It would 
appear that the association now rests upon a 
more solid basis than it did before this meeting, 
the general shaking up it has received of late 
having exercised a most beneficial effect. In 
view of the highly satisfactory ending of the 
corroders’ conference, it is almost needless to 
state that our editorial remarks on another 
page wi!l not apply to the white lead situation 
witb the force with which they might 
bave been applied a few days ago. 
The quotations are now for pure lead in oil in

Quicksilver vermilion moves off fairly in 
small lots, but there is no call at present for 
large quantities. Prices are maintained, and 
we repeat the quotations of 52c in bulk, 53c in 
bags and 57c in smaller quantities, 

Artificial vermilion sells well for the season, 
though the orders for the most part are con- 
fined to small lots. Prices vary according to 
quality, but have not changed. The range on 
the better qualities is 18@25c and on the low 
grades 7@15c. 

American vermilion is seldom called for ex- 
cept for special purposes. Prices are fairly 
maintained in sympathy with the pig metal, 
and we continue to quote 1044@llc as to quan- 
tity and brand. 

Red lead is quiet, The change in the policy 
of manufacturers has not affected prices. Al- 
though 5¢c has been quoted it is thought 
doubtfulif any one would sell a considerable 
lot at this figure owing to the further advance 
in pig lead. The nominal quotations are 554@ 
6c, 

Litharge is in fair demand and has not quot- 
ably changed, although there is now an open 
market. As low as 54c has been named, but it 
is thought that this will not now be accepted. 
One manufacturer who bought 10 tons to fill 
an order had to pay 5¢c and that is the general 
quotation.

WINDOW GLASS. 


The possition of the French window glass 
market remains in the same demoralized condi- 
tion as noted in our last report: While some of 
the importers are declining to name less than 
80 and 5, claiming at this price they do not get 
their money back, hence the more they sell at 
these figures the worse they are off. On the 
other band thereare dealers who are anxious to 
retain their trade are quoting 80 and 10,with re- 
ports of sales being made at 89 and 10 less 2 per 
cent for cash. While we are neither bulls or 
bears as regards the market, only trying to give 
bottom figures, we must confess it would puz- 
zie a Philadelphia lawyer in the present 
state ot the market to give them cor- 
rectly, and to show how others find it 
we clip from the last issue of the 
Real Estate Record, their remarks upon the

There seems to have 
been a miscalculation somewlere regarding the 
immediate wants of the market and a heavy 
accumulation from full importations compelled 
an offering in excess of the walting outlet with 
the usval result on the line of value. Some 
operators with light supplies in hand have also 
been helping the downward turn in order to 
pic« up such lots as might seem good invest- 
ment. About 80@80 and 10 per cent discount 
may be quoted.” 

There is no question but what the present un- 
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what limited on account of the low prices 
named for the foreign. The “Crockery and 
Glass Journal’’ of a recent date, in speaking of 
the situation in the West and at Pittsburg, 
says: “The window glass trade is dull for the 
moment, owing principally to the fact that it 
is tbe off season, and also because of adverse 
weather. Stocks are growing larger. as they 
perforce must do when the factories are run- 
ning and demand is snall. Prices are reported 
lower, which is not to be wondered at consider- 
ing the demoralization of the Eastern market. 
Itisthought that domestic glass will havea 
good show when fine weather comes, and man- 
ufacturers expect a fair sprine trade.’ The 
new tariff bill proposed may be found on an- 
other page.

Vegetable Oils. 

The trade in linseed oil continues to be ofa 
moderate Jobbing character, and the situation, 
so far as prices are concerned, remains un- 
changed. City brands of domestic are quota- 
ble at 44@45c while Western fur prompt deliv- 
ery in large lots is offered nominally at 42c and 
though as low as 41c has been quoted for West- 
ern brands, there is, in view of recent develop- 
ments, not much pressure to sell at either fig- 
ure, The Western crushers are evidently 
determined to effect a permanent organization 
on a secure foundation,and although the report 
upon which our editorial remarks were based 
last week, was not correct in all particulars, it 
foreshadowed the probable ultimate action to 
be taken by the crushers. The proposed re- 
vival of the Western Consolidated Linseed Oil 
Company was the suggestion of a committee 
appointed to draft a report upon the practical 
form of organization. This suggestion will 
probably be put in the form of a recom- 
mendation at the meeting which is to be 
held in Chicago on the 24th inst, and 
as there is a very general sentiment in 
favor of this plan of consolidation there 
is little reason to doubt that it will be ulti- 
mately adopted. This presumable action has 
been in a measure anticipated by tne recent 
advance to 4lc in the Western market, but it is 
believed that if it is carried into effect a atill 
further advance will follow. At present there 
seems to be no disposition manifested by the 
Eastern crushers to join the West in the organ- 
ization of a general combination of all inter- 
ests, and on the other hand while there appears 
to exist a perfect understanding among the 
representatives of the trade here, there is ap- 
parently no desire to combine their interests. 
If the Western consolidation is effected, and 
there seems to be every reason to believe it 
will, itis thought an attempt will be made to 
draw the Eastern crushers into it, thus making 
it national. This however appears to be only a 
surmise, based upon recent circumstances. 

The cottonseed oil market has been unusu- 
ally quiet during the week, the principal trans- 
actions being only on account of soap manu- 
facturers. Refiners are not in the market for 
crude but they have plenty of offerings based 
on 25c for prime oil. Only small lotsa of so 
called prime are to be had on spot, but they are 
difficult to move. Off color oil is in large sup- 
ply, but the trade in that grade is stagnant. 
Holders are not disposed to sacrifice stocks 


and no forced offerings have character- 


ized the business of the week. An 
oil of good quality and very near 
prime has been hawked about the market for 
some days at 23c without resulting in business, 
and other offerings at 22c represent a fair 
quality. A few hundred barrels for domestic 
use constitute the entire business of the week, 
but none of the sales were at 25c. The inquiry 
for prime is limited, and mostly to satisfy curi- 
osity. Soap stock is attravting more attention, 
and is freely offered at 144c net for New York 
delivery. The receipts of soap stock during 
the week were 689 bbls, most of which was sold 
to arrive. Exporters are interested, 
as there appears’ to be more de- 
mand from abroad, and some _ contracts 
are now about to be closed at the South for 
soap stock to go out of the country. The 
New Orleans market for prime crude oll is un- 
changed and quiet at 22}40,and at Memphis sup- 
plies are offering at previous prices of 234@24c. 
If these prices are realized at the South, prime 
oll ought to command 26c at New York. The 
London market for crude was quoted on Feb 6 
at £15 15s, and at Hull £14 10s. Receipts of cot- 
tonseed at New York since our last were 5904 
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void of speculative interest and no prices are 
named for future delivery. The figures pre- 
viously quoted for winterand white summer 
oils are still demanded, with little business to 
report. The export movement seems to be 
centered at the primary markets, as compara- 
tively little has been doing here lately. At New 
Orleans, prime oil is still slow in moving and 
quoted at 2844@20c. Memphis oil is held 
at 27@28c, London at £17 15@19 for spot oil, and 
£18 for April; while the Hull market is quoted 
at £17 for spot, £17 58 for February-April. and 


£18@18 2e for May-August.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is well supported in 
price, notwithstanding the arrival of 250 tons 
by the Harrington, the very low prices for cot- 
tonseed oil which is used as a substitute, and 
the weak condition of the tallow market. 
These combined circumstances would natur- 
ally have a demoralizing influence on cocoanut 
oil, but holders are accepting the situation with 
good grace and prefer to retain stocks than sac- 
rifice them at prices named by consumers. The 
recent arrival is divided up among several 
importers, and part of it was sold for 
consumption while on the way. Most 
holders are quoting the former inside price 
of 534c for a large quantity but we have an 
offer of 50 tons at 5}¢c, which is positively the 
lowest figure at which supplies on spot can be 
obtained. One lot is held firmly at 6c and will 
go into store, Importers of the 250 tons just 
arrived paid more money than the present 
marketiprice, for their supplies. The next ar- 
rival is the N. Boynton with 200 tons, and as it

Animai and Fish Oils. 
The lard oil market is steady at 52c for prime 
ity winter and 5lc for prime winter western. 
There is still a pressure to se!l off grades which 
are offering at unsettled prices. The domestic 
trade is quiet and the feeling steady. 

Sperm oil has not been altered in price, crude 
remaining nominal at $l asked by holders at 
New Bedford without business. The last sale 
several weeks ago was made at 90c, and this fig- 
ure 1s the extent of buyers’ views. Both sides 
are firm and trade is at a standstill in conse- 
quence. The stock of crude remains the same 
as last reported, The position of refined sperm 
oil has not been changed, although stiffening 
in price in sympathy with crude 

Whale oil is nominally held at previous quo- 
tations of 88@41c for Southern and Northern 
crude. Refiners are notin the market. The 
stock of crude at New Bedford is 10,475 bbls. 
A Pacific Coast paper is taken tc task 
by the Whaleman’s Shipping List, of 
New Bedford, in a manner which concerns the 
trade in general. It says in this week’s issue 
regarding the annual catch: The San Francisco 
“Journal of Commerce” is in error in its an- 
nual review in the article under the head of 
“Whale Oil.”” It states the number of vessels 
that returned to that port was 43, and the catch 
was 31,277 bbis of oil and 495,925 lbs of whale- 
bone. Of the 43 vessels, 3 were freighters and 2 
traders, leaving 38 Arctic whalers that arrived, 
The catch of oil was about 25,000 bbis—a dif- 
ference of about 6,060 bbis, being chiefly 
accounted for by the Journal of Commerce 
crediting the Belvedere with landing 6 000 bbis 
instead of 600 bbls. The catch of bone by re- 
turns furnished us by agents was 441,400 lb—a 
differance of about 55,000. which is accounted 
forinthe Journal of Commerce crediting the 
Baleena’s, Hunter’s, Jacob A. Rowland’s and 
Mary & Susan’s catches as total instead of what 
they brought down, making a difference of 
84,000 Ib, and the balance being errors in stating 
what the Helen Mar, Narwhal, Belvedere and 
Thrasher brought down. 

The whalebone market is firmly maintained 
at $250 per Jb for Arctic, at which price fresh 
sales have been made. . 

Menhaden fish oil is not attracting any inter- 
est and is in a nominal position. Exporters be- 
ing out of the market at present, prices and 
wants of pressers not being made known, the 
feeling is quiet. Holders are not forcing stocks 
and while no price is named or bids made, it is 
still understood that 28c would buy a limited 
quantity. This time last year the price was 0c 
and most of the present stocks are beld at that 
figure. As will be scen by reference to our 
reading columns, good progress has been made 
during the week in fighting the nonprogressive 
bill against the menhaden interests now pend- 
ing in Congress.

Minercai Olls. 

The only prominent feature of trade at pres- 
ent is the dissatisfaction of small buyers over 
the determination of sellers not to accommo- 
date them on the same terms as large buyers,or 
at the figures quoted in these culumns. Jobbers 
have experienced considerabie trouble with 
consumers on this roint who don’t seem to re- 
alize that the wholesale market is quoted for 
round lots of from 50 to 100 bbls. Complaints 
are more numerous from out of town parties 
andin order to retain custom, jobbers have 
been compelled to cut usual rates in some in- 
stanves. 

Paraffine oils are gaining in firmness rather 
than losing strength and the market will soon

be devoid of the regular grades, according to 
the march of improvement and the desire to 
make special grades which commaud better fig- 
ures than the market quotations. The old 
stand-by is 25 gravity and it is about the only 
regular grade left, the other makes being con- 
verted into special brands for which manufac- 
turers are better compensated. In this way 
more money is made out of the mineral oil 
market although former prices still prevail. 
Special brands are so varied and numerous that 
we cannot quote them, and the buyer 
has to be guided by his owu knowledge ot the 
quality. He is offered 22,24 and 31 gravities, 
all improved makes and standing a good vis- 
cosity, but not in the regular iine of oils. By 
this means competition is being met and the 
advertising of a special name on each package 
of oil sent out isso much capital to the manu- 
facturer, 

The sale of cylinder stocks is not 80 much 
controlled by special brands as paraffine oils, 
but progress is being made in that direetion. 
In many cases buyers prefer special makes 
as they are certain of getting a good quality 
for the money paid. Trade marks have 
recently been introduced more generally, and 
if they continue at the same rate the regular 
lubricating oil market will be swallowed up in 
special brands, There isno change to note in 
prices for cylinder stocks; the market is firm 
and trade is reported fairly active in filtered 
goods. Unfiitered light stock is offered at 13c 
being 26 gravity and 575 fire test. Dark filtered 
is dulifor regular grades but moving mode- 
rately well for speciai makes. Dark steam re- 
fined is still offering at i0c for 600 test, but slow 
in moving. The higher priced grades are doing 
better. 

Neutral oils are in the uld position. A 32 
gravity for wool purposes and without a bloom 
has the largest demand, which continues to be 
supplied at 12c, The fancy grades are only call 
ed for occasionally in a jobbing way. A small 
trade is doing in 34and 37 gravity bloomless, 
while grades having a bloom are not quotable. 

The fact that summer black oil is selling at 
6c and offered inany quantity at that figure, 
with an inspector’s certificate attached, is still 
causing comment among other manufacturers, 
who quote 64,@7c for round lots. Cold test oils 
are barely steady: Buyers are favored in many 
instances but privately. The former schedule 
is still quoted.

“The recent decline in the market was due 
purely to speculative causes,” said Captain J. 
T. Jones, of Bradford, President of the Brad- 
ford Oil Company, at the Petroleum Exchange 
this morning. “The market went to pieces 
without any apparent reason and should ad- 
vance to the eighties on the same principle. 
Part of the decline has already been recovered 
and I see no reason why the market sheuld not 
&° back at once to 80c. The situation in the 
field is far from bearish. As far as developed 
the Kane field exhibits no alarming features, 
Tn the lower country the drill is hard at work, 
but in old and tried sections of the pools. An 
effort is being made to extend the Eastern belt 
in Butler county. The Showalter test on the 
McKeon farm may or may not be a good well. 

“Washington county is held up to view 


as the great oil bear. What sihas 
Washington done? It is thirteen months 
since ths Gantz well was opened. In 


that period 8 wells with an average daily 
Production of 200 bbis, and one well, the 
Dyer, with a daily average output of 200 to 300 
bbls have been completed. These nine wells 
make Washington’s entire daily production, 
after more than a year’s hard work, and the 
expenditure of about $80,000 a paltry 500 bbis 
aday, In fhe same period other fields have 
come and gone and left behind a forest of der- 
ricks and a million or so barrels of oil. It will 
be a long time before Washington will take 
rank as a first-class oil field. Perhaps the mar- 
ket will sulk and prices remain below 800. 
There is, however, as I said before, no reason 
why oil should not sell up in the eighties. It is 
Cheap at that price.” 

In its review of the week the Derrick says: 
“The ups and downs of last week’s market 
were due solely to manipulation, and that ma- 
nipulation was done mainly in the East. The 
field was very quiet, and had this factor been 
depended upon to move the trade the week 
would have been the dullest on record.” 

The Dyer on the Smith and the Vandergrift 
on the Weirich farms have produced to date 
10,000 and 3,000 bbls each respectively. The 
Cappeau No 8, the Andrewson lot 14 and the 
Griffith land wells at Kane are due at any time. 

Drilling at the wildcat well at Shousetown, 
Pa., has been indefinitely postponed. The mys- 
tery racket will be worked for all that it is 
worth. 

It is said the oil produced at Lima and other 
points in Ohio only brings 45 cents a barrel, 
while that of the Pennsylvania white sand 
Pools commands from 85 to 90 cents. For il- 
luminating purposes it is not a success, At 
Macksburg, however, the oil is of a better 
quality. 

The pipe line reports were made public last 
week. During January the net stocks in the 
custody of the National Transit and Tidewater 
Companies were reduced 249,245 bbls. Since 
January, 1885, the net stocks have been cut 
down nearly 3,500,000 bbls. During the same 
time the shipments have been twice as large au 
the runs. Inthe following table, prepared by 
Secretary Lewis of the Petroleum Exchange, 
the pipe line reports for January are compared 
with the statements for January and Decem- 
ber, 1885:

Since August, 1884, when the pipe lines com- 
menced to draw on their surplus, the net stocks 
have been decreased 5,762,553 bbls. There are 
now 2.476,506 certificates less outstanding than 
in August, 1884. These figures afford interest- 
ing study for statisticians. 

To-day’s range was the highest of the week. 
Betroleum sold up to 803c. Heavy sales were 
made at that figure. The close was weak and 
indifferent at 7976c. The prospects favor the 
theory that the market has seen its lowest point 
and that better prices will in the future be paid 
for crude. 

The bear feeling was so dominant on Wed- 
nesday that weak-kneed holders were glad to 
sell their oilat a decline of }¢c on Tuesday’s 
closing price. First sales were made at 76340. 
An hour later the bulis bad forced the market 
up to T7%c. Joe Craig, the Pittsburg bull, was 
credited with the purchase of 2,000,000 bbls. 
Here Smith & Crosby, Tedcastle, Roe and De 
Wolf were the heaviest sellers. Late in the 
day values took a whirl downwards to 75}¢c, 
the lowest price of the day. The close was a 
trifle stronger at 7544c bid at New York, Brad- 
ford and Pittsburg aad 755c at Oil City. It was 
the opinion of the Bradford Star of that date 
that the raid on values had culminated, Ifthe 
Standard manipulaters who were doing the 
selling continued to pound, the Craig element 
would, it said, probably have to take all the 
oi] held in New York before the raid was 
checked. And in doing this they would be 
aided by the oil region speculators, who know 
what it costs to produce the stuff, and there- 
fore when it is at rock bottom prices,

The struggle between Joe Craig and the 
Standard was continued on Thursday. It is 
believed in the West that Craig and the 
Standard, despite their apparent oppo- 
sition, are working hand in_ hand, 
and that one of the biggest games 
ever known in the history of oil speculation, is 
now being played on the oleaginous chess 
board. The sentiment in the opening hour was 
bullish, and the market without exerting itself 
jumped from 75c to 774c. Then reports came 
in that the wildcat well at Shousetown, Pa., 
was showing oil. ‘The market at once went to 
pieces, touching 75c, bnt recovered and closed 
moderatelo strong at 76c bid here, 7634c at 
Bradford and Oil City, and 76}¢c at Pittsburg. 

Clearances were as follows: New York, 20,299,- 
000; Bradford, 3,256,000; Oil City, 7,851,000; Pitts- 
burg, 5,824,000; total clearances Feb 11—36,733,-

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Petroleum Notes. 


Charles E. Beebe, superintendent of the do_ 
mestic trade department of the Standard Oi] 
Company, is confined to his house by what may 
Prove a fatal attack of illness. 


A second 35,000 barrel oil tank is being erect- 
ed at Washington by the Southwestern Penn- 
sylvania Pipe Line 


All the oil fields are becoming livelier, and 
operations are more extensive as the weather 
grows warmer. The activity the coming sum- 
mer will be greater than for a long time. 


Certificate of incorporation of the Rochester 
Natural Gas Fuel Company has been filed at 
Albany. H.H. Warner, the medicine man, is 
one of the three incorporators. Capital stock 
$100,000, in $100 shares. 


The firm of Ingall, Phillips & Co., dealers in 
illuminating and other oils, of London, has been 
dissolved. Mr. Edward Phillips, who secured 
local fame in obtaining the withdrawal of the 
“Petroleum Bill of 1883.”” continues the busness 
and has opened an office at No. 84 Bishopgate 
street. 


The Austrian bark Sredstvo, which c'eared 
Philadelphia on December 19 for Trieste, with 
221,602 gallons ot petroleum arrived at Gibraltar 
on January 27 leaky. The surveyors recom- 
mended that a sufficient amount of the cargo 
be discharged to bring the leak above the water 
line. 


The object of the Wheeling & Ohio Oil Gas 
Co. isto bore for gas and oil, and pipe the same 
to manufacturing towns in the vicinity, on the 
Ohio river. Active operations will commence 
soon as the weather permits. 


The Italian Government have recently sanc- 
tioned the use of tank cars on the railways for 
the carriage of petroleum in bulk, and it will 
now be possible to effect a considerable saving 
in time and freights, not only from the ports of 
Genoa, Venice and Leghorn, but also to towns 
in Switzerland and Southern Germany. 


The bark Embla, which sailed from Philadel- 
phia on January 5 for Alicante with 210,450 gal- 
lons of refined petroleum, was found aban- 
doned on February 10, lat, 35.50, long. 62.28, by 
the English steamship Harton, which arrived 
yesterday from Marabella. The mate of the 
Harton boarded the bark and found the hurri- 
cane deck stove in, the anchors gone and the 
hold full of water. No attempt was made to 
retain the prize —Philadelphia Record. 


One peculiarity abont the Washington field 
is the fact that no two wells draw oil from the 
same sand, no two get their gas from the same 
sand and the salt water in no two wells yet 
completed was gotten from the same rock. 
The dip of rock, too, hasa tendency to fool 
cperators, as not like the Bradford field which 
dips southwest; in Washington the dip of rock 
is southeast and the salt water which comes 
from the Gordon sand makes another disadvan- 
tage for the Washington producer as it makes 
it much harder to pump. 





Scarcely a week passes without some new oil 
field being sprung upon the notice of the trade, 
and it is astonishing how eager these places are 
to ruin themselves by the production of cheap 
petroleum. During last week the Bothwell 
Times comes to the front with the report that a 
vein of surface cil had been struck at Shetland, 
with promising results. Alvinston, too, which 
breaks out at regular intervals, bas had another 
attack. The Free Press of that place, in its last 
issue, says: ‘Oil was struck on the Dobbyn 
farm, seven miles south of this place and one 
mile south of C. Pettit’s farm one day last week: 
The well has every indication of being a good 
pumper, and a local syndicate with a paid-up 
capital of $500, has been organized to operate 
the well.—Petrolia (Ont.) Topic. 

The Tidioute (Pa.) News pnblishes the follow- 
iag takea from a private letter written by 
Louis Shoelkopf, from Baku, Russia: “ The 
chanves tor making moncy here are better than 
in the States, andI am going to see what is in 
store for me., This is the biggest oil country in 
the world. Oil is only from twenty to fifty co- 
pecks a barre[, but there is money in it at that 
figure. This whole oil fleld can be walked over 
in half an hour. About six hundred rigs in all, 
They do not use much tankage. All that has 
to be done isto dig a large ditch around the 
lease and pump the oil fromthat. Whena wil! 
is down the required depth, they commence 
bailing with a bailer that holds two barrels,and 
in this way bail a thousand barrels a day. After 
awhile she wil! flow, and so hard that the earth 
trembles. There is one well here that flowed 





seven thousand barrels an hour through a six- 
teen-inch hole.” 


| The Washington field is growing more treach- 


erous every day, and every well that comes in 
teaches the producer who is operating in the 
field something new. Every well tells a new 
story and no two comeinalike. The fact that 
there are three or four oil-producing rocks is 
nothing to its credit. Then the thickuess of the 
sand is not considered of any benefit to the 
field. The geologist never dreamed of such a 
big bed of sand, which is thicker than ever be- 
fore found. The Gordon No. 1 went through 
1,381 feet of sand; but the worst blow that has 
yet been dealt the field is the fact that the 
Weaver well got salt water at the depth of 1.700 
feet. Then we have the McKinney well, where 
in the Gantz sand they found nothing, and not 
until] the Gordon sand was reached was there 
anything to speak of. The famous old Gantz 
got nothing in the fifty-foot, and the Gordon 
No. 2 drew from 60 to 75 barrels from the Gantz 
sand, Also the Vandergrift received a little oil 
from the boulder, but the most singular thing 
of all lies in the fact that the McClane well got 
no gas in the Hess sand, no Oil in the 40-foot, 
and proved a tremendous gasser in the stray 
sand, which is between the 50-foot and Gordon 
sands. If the report is correct, the now cele- 
brated Dyer struck oil in the stray sand, where 
the McClane got its gas from, and since then 
from time to time it has been driiled in until 
now it is clese to the Gordon sand.—Bradford 
Era.

The Merits of Menthol. 

A correspondent of the British and Colonial 
Druggist finds objection to some brands of 
menthol cones placed upon the markets and 
gives the following result of his investigation 
of the subject:— 

“For some time—I may almost say years—I 
have been endeavoring to induce manufactu- 
rers of menthol to send over the crystals ina 
more oily state, but free from liquid oil. Both 
manufacturers of the crystals and dealers in 


hee 





cones have been vieing with each other as to 
who would produce the whitest and dryest art- 
icle. No thought was given to the value of 
menthol as a curative agent; the aim of every- 
one seemed and still seems, to be to tempt the 
consumer with a crystal as dry and beautifully 
white as possible. That this is a wrong princi- 
ple there is nut a shadow of doubt. If one goes 
back to the raison d@’ etre of the menthol cone, 
it will be found that its repute as a curative 
agent in headache, neuralgia, &c., was not 
based upon its use by the Chinese and Japan- 
ese, for to them it was unknown. It was the 
oil obtained from the Japanese mentha, known 
as Po-ho-yo, that effected the wonderful cures 
which induced Europeans who had personally 
derived benefit from it during their visit to 
China and Japan, to bring the remedy back 
with them, and introduce it to the medical pro- 
fession in this country. It was then that some 
enterprising manufacturers obtained by crys- 
tallization of the oil, crystals which were 
moulded into cones—a more convenient and 
agreeable mode of application than the oil. I 
remember well that the first crystals imported 
into England were not remarkable for their 
appearance, there being a large quantity of 
fluid oil, which, as it was then thought, spoilt 
the drug as far as its commercial condition was 
concerned. Manufacturers seeing the crystals 
as sent were coming rapidly into general use, 
and in order to ‘improve’ it, they sublimed and 
resublimed the crystals until every particle of 
Oil had been extracted, und an irreproachably 
dry crystal obtained. 

Cones made from these crystals sold mor 
readily, but people began to complain that 
with some cones the drug seemed to iose its 
power to give relief. I haye heard it stated, 
over and over again, that the peculiar freezing 
sensation characteristic of menthol was pro- 
duced, rub as long as you may. 

My attention was first called to the cause of 
this failure of the cone to produce its usual 
effects by a doctcr in Scotland, who wrote for 
a few cones for the purpose of comparing their 
effects. He found that the cones which I sent 
bim did produce the effect, but complained of 
their oily appearance. This at once gave me a 
clue to the inactivity of some kinds of menthol, 
and I carried out experiments with cones made 
from ‘oily’ menthol, and from dry crystals as 
imported, and found that the former yielded 
the best therapeutical results, 

Menthol crystals, ina pure and ‘therapeuti- 
cal’ condition will melt when subjected to a 
temperature of 97 deg., whereas ‘perfect’ or 
adulterated crystals require at times as much 
as llj5 deg. The oil in the former, owing to its 
low meiting point, will be rapidly absorbed by 
the skin, little friction being necessary, whereas 
with the latter, its high melting point and dry 


crystal require a very considerable amount of 
friction to produce any effect, which is eyen 
then but slight, besides often producing much 
painful irritation. I think that it will be neces- 
sary, if the drug is to continue in favor with 
the public, that menthol crystals be imported 
with a certain percentage of the oil left in it, 
and that the vendors of it explain to their cus- 
tomers that the oily appearance isa guarantee 


of the therapeutical value of thx remedy.”

The Norwegian Whale Fisheries, 
BX CONSUL G. GADE. 

The Norwegian whale fishing in 1885 2an now 
be considered over, and the quantity of oil is 
probably about 25,000 barrels. 

This quantity must be considered a large one, 
and would under ordinary circumstances yield 
a good profit to the companies, but owing to 
the bad times, and perhaps to over produc- 
tion, the prices of oil have been uncommonly 
low,and from £5 to £9 per ton lower than those 
of last year. The dark brands especially were 
difficult to sell even at incredibly low prices. 

Several of the companies have guano facto- 
ries on the coast of Finmarken, but the prices 
of guano too are extremely low, so the net 
profit will probably be rather small. Itis 
strange that the guano produced here is not 
consumed in this country, but is exported to 
Hamburg. It is sold for 9 to 10 kroner per bag. 

The bottlenose fishermen brougnt this year 
home an nnusually large quantity of oil, but 
the prices have now gone down to £27 10s and 
£30 per ton against £45 and £50 in former years, 
Asthe consumption of the bottlenose oil is 
small, it is also difficult to sell. 

Of the production of last year about 300 tons 
remained this summer still unsold in Scotland, 
and large quantities of the yield of this season 
will probably also be unsold. 

The Norwegian dealers have had a very un~ 
profitable season, and, notwithstanding the 
small quantity produced, the prices of oil are 
even lower than last year. Only a few sales 
haye been made up to this date. While the 
whole sealing fleet in earlier days went to Ham- 
burg to get the hlubber boiled, all the steamers 
now make use of the boiling establishments in 
or about Tonsberg: 


With a few exceptions the sealskins have now 
been disposed of at somewhat better prices than 
last year. 

When we considur that Norway, which is but 
a poor country, has invested so large capitals 
in vessels and establishments for the fisheries 
above mentioned—in Finmarken alone proba- 
bly about 4,000.000 kroner—it is to be regretted 
that the results of this year hs been so pest. 
Still we hear of building and fitting out of new 
and expensive fishing vessels, which probably 
is done in hopes of better business times and 
more lucrative prices of fishing products.

The general drug market is reported to have 
been very quiet during the past week’ Con- 
sidering the storms and floods which have pre- 
vailed all through the Eastern and Southern 
States and even in the interior this is not sur- 
prising, but the jobbers have been looking for- 
ward to a good business at this time, and con- 
sequentiy the bad weather was not at all appre- 
ciated. However, the demand is expected to 


show an early improvement unless the 
threatened tinkering of the tariff should 
have a negative effect, as such 
legislation bas always had in the 


Past. The only article which has been 
in demand during the week is quinine. The 
weather has been very favorable for this arti- 
cle, and the inquiry for it from the interior is 
quite lively, the expected floods in the South 
and West uponthe breaking up of the ice in 
the rivers probably being the stimulus, The 
changes in the prices continue unimportant io 
the main. Citric acid is still advancing for 
reasons previously assigned. Bergamot and 
lemon oil are also amung the articles that are 
higher, while oil cubebs and morphia are the 
most important articles an the other side. The 
cause assigned for the decline in morphine is 
the recent weakness in the op'um market, but 
as the crude drug is now in a firmer position it 
is suspected that the real reason for the reduc- 
ed prices of morphine is the competition be- 
tween manufacturers. A similar canse is as- 
signed for the unsettled condition of the mar- 
ket for carb ammonia. The principal changes 
iu the market are noted below.

Opium. 

The market during the past few days has 
shown rather more strength under a better de- 
mand, and at the close nothing better than $3 20 
was named for prime quality. Following our 
last, however, sales were made a shade under 
this figure, with 12 cs reported at $310 and 4 
cs at $3 15, while for 5 cs for manufacturing 
purposes $320 was paid. Considerable talk is 
heard among the trade about ‘manufactured 
or pudding opium,” but so far as can be learned 
what has been sold has given satisfaction, as ia 
shown by the further orders received for the 
same class of goods with buyers all on their 
guard. Late cables quote the London market 
steady at 8s6d to 8310d, while for some 
grades up to 9s isasked. For future shipments 
holders st the moment are less inclined to offer 
pending the want of confidence inthe article 
as shown by buyers who continue to purchase 
only as their current wants may require. For 
broken cases there has been a good jobbing de- 
mand with $3 20@3 25 still being quoted, 
although at the close holders were less inclined 
to offer very freely at these figures in anticipa- 
tion of afurther advance. Powdered opium 
is firm at $4 25@4 30 asto quantity and holder. 
Messrs. F. W.Bowyer & Bartleet in speaking of 
the London market under date of Feb. 6 say: 
“The transactions during the week have been 
of considerable extent, but almost entirely con- 
fined to ‘Druggists’’ and manufacturing kinds. 
Fine Beybazaar has realized 108 9d, but for a 
large parcel of fine last crop Karahis‘ar 10s has 
been accepted, being a decline of Js on late 
rates. Manufacturing qualities have also been 
taken, in some instances, at lower prices. Fine 
‘soft shipping,’ descriptions continue firm, but 
recently the demand bas been very restricted. 
Persian is unchanged, no business having been 
done.” 

As forshadowed in our previous reports the 
price of morphine has been reduced by the va- 
rious manufacturers during the week. For the 
present P & W are quoting $2 60@290 as to style 
of packing while R&S are naming for their 
‘scarlet label with white ietters” $220 for bulk, 
$225 for ozs and $250 for vials. The other 
makes, however, have been selling for some 
weeks past under these figures on account of 
the strong competition, and while the low price 
of opium is given as the reason for the reduc- 
tion, the more knowing ones say it was only 
when the leading makers found their orders 
were being somewhat curtailed that they. con- 
cluded it wastime to wake up, hence the re- 
duction. K & Mis quoted at $215@240 as to 
style of packing, while prime city makes are 
quoted at $2 10@2 35 as to packing with reports | 
that $2 05 had been accepted for bulk. Scotch 
at the moment is unchanged and nominally 
quoted at $215@2 50 as to brand, holder and 
style of packing.

Alcohol—We quote at from $2 12@2 14 as to 
holder and quantity, and we hear of no trading 
aside from that doing ina jobbing way. The 
market for wood alcohol rules steady and we 
make as yet no alterations in our quotations. 

Acid carbolic is still quiet and neglected. We 
quote pure crystals at from 25@28c as to quan- 
tity and the commercial at 18c, 

Bromine is without any change as regards 
price, but dealers look for an advance in the 
near future and we give the following on the 
authority of Messrs. A. & M. Zimmermann: 
“The great necessity for a reduction of output 
from the Stassfurt salt mines has reduced the 
German makers to about half their former 
supply of chloride of magnesia liquor, and has 
therefore limited the supply of bromine toa 
very great extent. The same being the case in 
the United States, it has proved difficult to 
supply the makers of bromide salts in sufficient 
quantity for the new year, and prices consid- 
erably higher have had to be paid, which of 
course necessitated an advance in prices of 
bromides to a greater extent than as yet has 
been possible to effect. Confirmatory reports 
however, coming in from other countries with 
regard to a rising demand for bromine, we 
shall be obliged to raise quotations for bro- 
mides very shortly. It should also not be left 
out of consideration under this head that the 
manufacture of chemical colors with fast col- 
ors derived from bromine as a base has made 
great progress, and that already this yeara 
good quantity of bromine has been contracted 
for this industry at better prices.” 

Borax—The market continues very quiet and 
prices remain unaltered. The San Francisco 
Commercial Herald of the 4th inst says: “We 
quote: Harmony, in bbls or 600 Ib cs, 8i4c per 
lb; Smith Bros concentrated, in sacks, 544@4c: 
refined, in bbis or cs, 74c: Armagosa, con, 64c, 
in ton lots special prices given; San Bernard: no 
Borax Mine Co, 8c. The San Blas cleared on 
the 16th with 50,022 lbs valued at $3,001, 2500 lbs 
valued at $175 to Japan per City of Rio de Ja- 
neiro, 243,588 lbs valued at $14,647 to Liverpool 
per Patterdale, 228 lbs valued at $23 to Mexico 
per Newbern.” 

Carb. Ammonia—The market is in a very un- 
settled condition. Foreign is quoted at from 
914@934c and for the domestic the same figures 
are named. Sales of moderate quantities at 
these figures are reported. 

Cantharides—The market is considered weaker 
than when we last went to press. Russian is 
now selling at from $1 85@1 95, as to holder, and 
the Chinese are obtainable at from $1 25@1 35, 
as to holder and quantity. 

Chloroform—The market is entirely in the 
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possession of the owners of the Acetone pro- 
cess of manufacture who, by virtue of their 
patent and the consequent cheapening of man- 
ufacture, are enabled to place upon the market 
supplies at a figure which will admit of no com- 
petition by those using the alcohol pro- 
cess. The owners of the Acetone patent, 
have made arrangements with one or two 
concerns which enables the latter to 
maintain their position in the market as hereto- 
fore, but with these exceptions the former 
manufacturers have ceased to produce chloro- 
form, thus leaving the new concern in full pos- 
session of the field. Contracts for round lots 
are being signed at 40c,and supplies of small 
quantities, as wanted, are obtainable at 45c. 

Cocaine is reported by the principal manu- 
facturers to be in good demand.

“The price in Lyons for peppermint oil, to 
which scores of farmers in all partsof this 
vicinity have turned their hopeful eyes for 
many weeks, and upon which many plaps 
were based, was realized last Friday, when oil 
wentto $4 apound. It was the highest open- 
market price paid in the country in over 
twelve months, and naturally the news traveled 
very fast among the farmers who had been 
plucky enough to hold on to their product of 
oil until this time. A number of these farm- 
ers brought to market as soon as possible 
the oil which they had carefully guarded 
at home for so many months and sold it, and 
few of them could restrain a four-inch smile as 
they pocketed their money at $4a pound. On 
Saturday more farmers brought their oil to 
market in Lyons and sold it at the eame price. 
This week $4a pound is still offered, but the 
quantity offered bas fallen off fully seventy 
per cent since Jast Saturday. The buyers say 
about all of the oils which can be had in Wayne 
county at $4 a pound has now been purchased, 
and that but 5,000 or 6,000 pounds are still in the 
hands of growers. The buyers also say that at 
least nine of every ten of those who waited 
anxiously for oil to rise to $4 a pound are now 
holding for $5.’’ Oil cubebs is somewhat lower; 
the range now is from $7 50@8 00 per lb as to 
quantity, and the sale of 500 lbs in lots is re.

Cocaine. 


The only recognized test for the purity of 
cocaine in Europe, is the test with sulphuric 
acid. Applying a few drops of sulphuric acid 
to muriate cocaine should not change its color. 
In ease it be impure it will assume a brown or 
red appearance. 

Perhaps the following propositions made by 
the Commissioners of the German Drug Union 
will be of interest. 

The Pharmacopceia Commissioners propose 
the acceptance of the following new remedy : 

Cocaine Hydrochlorate—A white crystalline 
powder of a sulphuric reaction, of a somewhat 
bitter taste, producing a passing anaesthetic 
effect upon the nerves of the tongue, which is 
perceptible by a highly characteristic sensation 
on the tongue. The salt is solublein water and 
alcohol. The first solution, however, is gener- 
ally a littleturbid. Picric acid causes a yellow 
solution of iodine a brownish red precipitate, 
while caustic potash produces a white crystal- 
line precipitate of cocaine, consisting of micro- 
scopical prisms which is difficult to dilute in 
water, but is readily dissolved in ether and 
alcohol. Concentrated sulphuric acid disso!ves 
the preparation under foaming, but without’ 
coloring. Nitric and muriatic acids also dis- 
solve it colorless. 

By heating muriatic cocaine on platinum, no 
residue should remain. It should dissolve. 
itself in its own weight of water, the solution 
having a slight turbid appearance which, how- 
ever, ought not to color by coming in contact 
with any mineral acids,

Phosphate Deposits of Canada, 


BY CONSUL AGENT HOTCHISS. 

There are but two important industries ma- 
terially affecting the interests of the United 
States, connected;with this consular district, 

viz,,the manufacture of white pine bumber and 
the mining of ‘apatite’ or mineral phosphate 
of lime, 

It is within the last ten years that the discov- 
ery was made of the important deposit of apa- 
titein the apparently barren hills of Quebec 
and Ontario; but for severa! years all efforts 
madein its behalf were of an experimental 
character, and onty within three or four years 
has any practical development of the deposits 
been prosecuted, or the real value and merit of 
the mineral as a fertilizer been established. 

When, by analysis and actual use,it bac been 
demonstrated that this mineral was composed 
of 10 to 90 per cent of phosphate of lime, the 
interest of wide-awake men, commercially and 
speculatively, was drawn toward it,until it bids 
fair to become a powerful factor in the indus- 
tries of this section. Its development and pro- 
duction is rapidly increasing, and as the profite, 
thought to be very great, become more widely 
known, it is reasongble to expect a still more 
rapid development. 

Examining the map of Canada it will be 
found that the Ottawa Kiver is the dividing line 
between the province of Ontario and the pro- 
vince of Quebec. Crossing the Ottawa to Ot- 
tawa City (wuich river is navigable from Otta- 

‘wa City to its contiuence with the St Lawrence 
near Montreal), we are in the province of Que- 
bec; continuing northerly for8 mi.es will bring 
us into the township of Tempieton,in the coun- 
ty of Ottawa, and the region of the phosphates. 
Go northeast frou Ottawa City 20 miles and 
the township of Buckingham is reached. Here 
will be found the best deposits that bave yet 
been developed. All this district lies less than 
70 miles north of Ogdensburg, N. Y. 

New discoveries are constantly being made, 
and new “‘phosphate properties’ offered in the 
market. Other deposits, however, less in ex- 
tent and valueare found in other parts of the 
Dominion. 

In the early stages of this mining it was con- 
ducted in a rude primitive manner,as well 
from want of capital as lack of necessary ex- 
perience,and as usual in such cases with doubt- 
ful success. In a few cases it must be admitted 
through failure of the deposit, it resulted in 
suspension of the enterprise, 

In the last year matters bave immeasurably 
improved, British and American capitalists 
have so increased their means and abilities that 
the interest is placed in a lucrative condition. 

‘Lhe following table will show the shipments 
from Canada for the past three years of crude 
apatite:

The shipments for 1685 are known to exceed 
25.000 tons. The district alluded to mined in 
1884 20,353 tons, thejbalance of the output for 
that year going from the smaller workings 
along the Rideau Canal in the vicinity of Kings- 
ton. 

When the Canadian phosphates were first in- 
troduced in the market they were naturally 
looxed upon with great suspicion, through a 
want of reliable knowledge of their value as a 
fertilizer; but at this time the condition is en- 
tirely reversed, every pound of the output 
being contracted for in advance of its produc- 
tion. 

As mined it is of every shade of color, from a 
light gray to nearly black. From irregular 
“pockets’’ in small deposits, as well as in large 
blocks and masses, in apparently inexhaustible 
volume—saperficial, shallow, and down deep in 
the bowels of the hills. Now mixed with pyro- 
xenic rock, gneiss, mica, &c., which usually ac- 
company the deposit in this country, and in 
solid masses of almost pure phosphate. 

Being a more concentrated phosphate than is 
known to exist in quantities in any other part 
of the world, it is greatly sought for to bring 
up the acid phosphate fertilizer toa higher per- 

centage of phosphoric acid, 


Regarding the value of this “apatite” asa 
fertilizer, a reliable authority states than Can- 
adian phosphates contain 89.91 per cent of 
tribasic phosphate of lime according to a most 
authentic analysis. A vomparative table of the 
analyticol composition of phosphates recently 
published shows that with the exception of 
three limited deposits in the West Indies, and 
one in Spain, the Canadian apatite ranks the 
highest. Also recent foreign official reports 
show that in those portions of Europe, where 
the sugar beet isextensively cultivated, France, 
Belgium and Denmark, notably in France, that 
no fertilizer has been found to equal the min- 
eral phosphates of Canada. 

To the present time the demand has beer en- 
tirely European, mainly to Great Britain and 
Germany, though France would take the entire 
output if it could secure it. 


But 254 tons in 1883 and 221 in 1884 went direct 
to the United States, while Great Britain ex- 
ported to the United States in 1883 1,262 tons of 
crude and 7,766 tons of manufactured or super- 
phosphates. This latter—and possibly the 
“orude”’—undoubtedly being Canadian crude 
chemically treated and returned to America. 


On the authority of a member of the Canadian 
geological staff, that ‘“*much of the material 
mined in Canada, sold and exported to 
Europe, has been and still is reshipped to 
the United States, either in a raw or 
manufactured condition,” confirms what the 
statistics seem toshow. Mr. Torrence, of the 
Canadian geological survey. in his last report 
on the phosphates of this district, also states 
that *‘as 1,262 tens of crude phosphate and 7,666 
tons of superphosphates were imported into 
the United States from Great Britain last year, 


it is highly probable that a very considerable { 


quantity of our Canadian apatite hasbeen used 
in enriching American lands, after a voyage 
across the Atlantic and back to the United 
States.” 

Here we have indutiable authority that this 
state of affairs prevails. Does is not become us 
speedily to seek the cause? Itis surely extra- 
ordinary in the face of the admitted shrewdness 
of even the average American merchant. Does 
it not also suggest the possibilities for fraud 
and adulteration ? 

Ig there not io this risk alone sufficient to 
appeal to the intelligence and shrewdness of the 
American dealers in phosphates and fertilizers? 
If not, let us see what benefactors our German 
friends are to the agricultural iuterests of the 
United States. This may assist toward sounder 
views of “potection.” 

The importation of crude phosphates into 
the United States in 1883 and 1884 from all coun- 
tries were as tollows, viz:

The foreign buyers of Canadian phosphates 
pay from $12 to $18 per ton for it here, and have 
paid $20 for 80 per cent phosphate, delivered on 
boats at the river, to be taken to Montreal for 
ocean shipment. 


The table shows that the average value deliv- 
ered in the United States from England, Ger- 
many, etc., was $9 78 and $11 08 per ton for the 
years 1883 and 1884, respectively, and also stated 
the market value here, where produced, about 
$18 per ton—never less than $12 per ton—for 60 
per cent phosphate. I ask on what hypothesis 
or by what method of higher arithmetic can 
this character of commercial traffic be satis- 
factorily explained other than through the 
medium of gruss adulteration. 


By the table given of Canadian production it 
will also appear that the Canadian phosphates 
would have supplied one-half the United States 
demand in 1883 and the entire demand in 1884, 

But again, to summarize the case, it appar- 
ently shows that the average cost of Canadian 
crude, as paid by the foreign buyers in 1883, 
was $2167 per ton; that the average 
value as entered in United States cus- 
toms. imported from foreign countries in 1883 
is $9.78. It was purchased in the lump freighted 
to Europe, there crushed and pulverized, by 
grinding or otherwise, and returned to the 
United States valued at half its original cost. 


When we consider that Canadian phosphates 
yield 75 to 90 per cent. of pure phosphate of 
lime, and that its equal in purity is not found 
elsewhere in any appreciable quantities, is it 
not surprising that its intrinsic value should be 
so little recognized by those who require it to 
the extent which characterizes the known 
wants of Amcrican agriculturiste? And, too, 
when bya little effort on eur part (I speak as 
an American) every pound needed can be mined 
here by American industry, placed direct in the 
American market in its purity, and at a largely 
reduced cost, quality considered. 

There is now about $1,000,000 of capital in- 
vested in this industry in the region of country 
adjacent to Ottawa. ° 

TheKmerald and Star Hill mines, owned an 




































worked by American capitalists it is stated, 
paid dividends of 80 per cent. to their share- 
holders last year. 


The High Rock mine is owned and worked 
by an English company, while several smaller 
interests are worked by individual Canadian 
enterprise. Up to October 1 17,853 tons had gone 
forward during the present season. 


The system of mining is constantly being im- 
proved as experience dictates its necessity, the 
varfableness of its stratification compelling fre- 
quent changes in method in the interest of 
economy. 


The larger portion of the protective workings 
are on the bedded deposits: these, however, for 
the most part are opened only by shallow pits, 
a condition of things which is explained by the 
peculiar character and the frequency of the 
deposits, as also by the economic value of the 
apatite as reached. 


This mineral, unlike ordinary ores, is in its 
crude statea merchantiable article of con- 
siderable value locally, and it finds a ready 
sale even in small lots of 5 and 10 tons. 


The average cost of mining at the better de- 
veloped deposits is saidto be about $3 per ton 
gross. Three or four dollars per ton will place 
itin Montreal for foreign shipment, or thence 
by the Lake Champlain route to New York, or 
about the same cost will putit at any of the 
shipping polnts between Montreal and Kings- 
ton, on the Saint Lawrence River, for reship- 
ment to the frontier ports of the United States, 
on any or all the lakes to their western limits, 
It is weli known that any freight of this char- 
acter moving west by water is carried at nom- 
inal figures for its benefit as ballast. 


The demand for proper fertilizers is limitless, 
and must remain so. “The grain exported 
from Montreal alone, ina single year, has been 
estimated to contain 2,574 tons of phospheric 
acid, which implies the total exhaustion, so far 
as phosphates are concerned, of 75,000 acres of 
wheat land, the renewal of which would neces- 
sitate the application of 6,000 tons of phos- 
phates.” If this be true—and it comes trom 
the highest authority—what could be wr.tten 
of the steady exhaustion of the great agricul- 
tural districts of the United States, and their 
present and future necessities ? 


What possibilities, through this crude min- 
eral, await the redemption of those hundreds 
of thousands of acres of once valuable South- 
ern lands, ‘corned to death,” and now lying to 
waste in worthless “sage grass,’’ begging for 
buyers at $1 per acre and even less? 


What possibilities also await the enterprising 
American who shall engage in the business of 
bringing this wealth, now hidden in these 
mountains, to the doors of the American agri- 
culturist? 


OPPORTUNITY FOR AMERICAN CAPITAL. 

If any prejudice exists as regards Canada, its 
climate or its people, I answer that it is mis- 
placed. The people may not be quite as bold 
and venturesome in enterprise. but are just as 
reliable aud indstrious, and as fully appreciate 
the dignity of Jabor. 

No pe*ple under the sun entertain a more 
faiendly or more exalted regard for the Ameri- 
cans, and their characteristic vim, push, enery 
and shrewdness than do the Canadians. This is 
outspoken and unquestionable, There is no 
class of newcomers who will be more heartily 
we'comed than the enterprising American. 
The general good health is seen in the counte- 
nances and in the actions of the people, The 
school system is in all respects fully equal to 
the educational facilities of the United States. 
The habits, customs and social atmosphere of 
the Canadians will not be found uncongenial to 
Americans, The cost of living is fully equal in 
all respects to that of any portion of the North- 
ern States, but not wreater. Taxes are a trifle 
hghter. Mechanical and day labor does not 
materially vary from that prevailing in the 
State of New York outside of New 
York city. Shipping fucilities are first- 
class, and freight rates are in general keep- 
ing with the ordinary course of rates in 
the Northern States, which is the natural result 
ofthat grand system for transportation so 
liberally fostered by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

Icannot close this already lengthy report 
without calling especial attention to the appar- 
ent apathy of American capitalists toward this 
enterprise, which not only promises such re- 
munerative results, individually and commer- 
cially, but whichis of such vast importance 
to the agricultural interests of the United 
States. 

If the statements made and statistics given 
are reliable, it is creditable to the alleged busi- 
ness sagacity and far-seeing and far-reaching 
proclivities which are supposed to be so char- 
acteristic of the typical American, that this 
apparent non-interest should exist towards this 
promising enterprise ? 

The United States Government admits this 
article free of duty, and the Canadian Govern- 
ment and people are inviting us to come and 
get it. Neglecting to dothis, we are allowing 
Cuntinental Europe to gobble every pound of 
production, pay the freight twice across the 
ocean, with all the incidental expeuses attacrh- 
ed to such procedure, and with no known 
check ,on its adulteration, we complacently 
purchase it at last ata value that necessitates 
its resale to the agricultural community at a 
price that virtually amounts to prohibition. 

I ask, are not jnational,as well as commer- 
olal, issues involved in this matter? ' 


The Kerosene Trade in New South 
Wales. 
Report of CONSUL GRIFFIN of Sydney, 
Australia. 

The quantity of kerosene imported into New 
South Wales during the year 1884 was Jarger 
than that of any other year in the history of 
the colony, and consisted of 676,704 gallons. 
The value was not so great as that of 1882, ow- 
ing to the decline in price, but it reached the 
sum of $191,400. The quantity import«d in 1883 
was 629,993 walions, valued at $179,625. The im- 
ports for 1882 were 629,993, and the value $197- 
580. ; 
The imports of kerosene into the colony of 
Victoria are much larger than those of New 
South Wales, as the former colony does not 
produce any oil. The value of ‘the imports of 
into Victoria in 1884 was $362,615, against $269,- 
935 for 1883, The kerosene imports for 1885 into 
Victoria will, however, be much larger than 
those of any previous year, as the customs re- 
turns from January 1 to June 30, 1885, show an 
importation of 1,096,033 galions, valued at $365,- 
680, being greater than the whole imports for 
1884, A duty of 6d (12 cents) per gallon is 
charged on the imports of kerosene into both 
colonies. The tax, however, is levied in Vic- 
toria for revenue only, but in New South Wales 
it is intended both for revenue and protection.

The 
imports of kerosene for 1885 will probably be 
much larger than those of 1884, as the customs 


returns for the first six months of the year 

show an importation of 587,611 gallons, valued 

at $156,240. 

RESTRICTIONS ON THE SALE AND STORAGE OF 
KEROSENE, 

The Sydney importers of American kerosene 
complain very bitterly against the law in New 
South Wales for regulating the sale of kero- 
sene. They say that it places them at a great 
disadvantage in competing for the trade with 
the local manufacturers. The regulations of 
all the different insurance offices in the colony 
also require a conformity to the law. The law 
forbids the imported article from being 
stored anywhere except in  a_ licensed 
kerosene warehouse. The charges incurred 
thereon, together with the customs duty of 
6d—twelve cents—per gallon, operates se- 
riously agdinst the American product. The 
duty is equal to about 100 per cent ad valorem, 
as the price of American kerosene free on 
board a vessel at Boston or New York is about 
544d (104% cents) per gallon. The law provides 
that no one sball be allowed to keep more than 
200 gallons of kerosene on his premises. The 
act was passed in 1871 (Statutes of New South 
Wales, 35 Victoria) and is still in force. The 
fourth section of the act is as follows: 

4. After the Ist day of January, 1872, no per- 
son shall have or keep in any houee, store 
house, warehouse, shop, cellar, yard, wharf, or 
any other building or piace occupied by the 
same person or persons, within the boundaries 
of any town or municipality,more than 200 gal- 
lons of kerosene at any one time, unless such 
house, store-house, warehouse, shop, cellar, 
yard, wharf, or any other building be situated 
more than 50 yards from a dwelling house or 
or from any building or place belonging to any 
person in which goods are stored. And any 
person acting in contravention of this section 
shall forfeit all the kerosene so kept in excess 
of the said quantity, together with the cases or 
tins containing the same, and be liable toa 
penalty not exceeding 2 shillings for every 
gallon of kerosene so kept in excess: Provided, 
That nothing in this clause shall prevent the 
storage of kerosene in any quantity on the 
premises where it is manufactured. 

The local companies are enabled to deliver 
either small or large quantities of kerosene 
from their works without incurring the heavy 
charges tor storage, which, independent of the 
cost of rent, amount to Is 6d—36 cents—per 
gallon. 

THE TEST OF KEROSENE. 

The standard tests of New South Wales, and 
indeed of all the Australasian colonies, are 
flash tests instead of fire tests. The commer- 
cial meaning of the word test isthe fire test, 
which is usually from 12 deg. to 15 deg. higher 
than the flashing point. For instance, oil at 
130 deg. fire test is equal to 115 deg. flash test. 
I give below the directions for applying the 
flashing test of kerosene oil adopted by the 
New South Wales government ; 

The instrument to be employed must be sim- 
ilar in construction to that adopted by the 
metropolitan board of works for London for 
similar purposes, and registered W. C. Miles, 
86 Great Pearl street, London, and commonly 
called the “Metropolitan petruleum oil tester,” 
and the test shall be conducted in aclosed room 
free from current of air. 








a 





Sixteen ounces by measure of water shall be 
placed in the water bath, of a temperature not 
leas than 70 deg, of Fahrenheit’s thermometer. 

The oil veasel containing 3 ounces by measure 
of the oll to be tested shall then be placed in 
the water bath, and the temperature raised by 
the means provided in the apparatus. A small 
jet of flame shall be bronght to the prescribed 
distance from the surface of the oil as indi- 
cated by a wire across the mouth of the oil ves- 
sel, as frequently as may be deemed necessary 
by the operator, but not less frequently than 
once for every 5 deg. of heat as shown by the 
thermometer until a temporature of 90 deg. is 
reached, and then once for every 2 deg. until a 
temperature of 100 deg. is reached, and then the 
test shall be applied for every degree until the 
flashing point is reached, that is to say, the 
temperature at which a flame or flicker of 
flame first passes from the testing jet to the 
oil. 

The time occupied in performing the test 
shall in no case exceed fifteen minutes reckon- 
ing from the time the oil vessel containing the 
oil is placed in the water bath. 

The bulb of the thermometer shall be im- 
mersed half an inch in the oil, and the temper- 
ature or flashing point to be adopted shall not 
be less than 110 deg. of Fahrenheit’s ther- 
mometer. 


PRICE ON NATIVE ‘AND IMPORTED KEROSENE. 

The government has done what it could to 
encourage the manufacture of kerosene in the 
colony by using the native product whenever 
practicable, in the public buildings and public 
works. It is employed almost exclusively 
whenever repairs are necessary on the public 
roads. Considerable quantities of it are also 
purchased by the Queensland government. 
The latter government I understand, is much 
pleased with the “Australian Comet’”’ brand, a 
good burning oil, which sells here for 
34 cents per gallon. The native oil is not 
always used.pure. On account of its low price 
retail dealers not unfrequently buy it to mix 
with the imported article. The adulterated oil 
is nothing like as good as the American and 
sells for very nearly the same price. The ave- 
rage price of, American kerosene is about 36 
cents per gallon in bond, or 48 cents per gallon, 
duty paid. Tne native oil isso much more apt 
to explode than the American article and its 
liability to do so is said to be lessened when 
mixed with American oil. It is to be regretted 
however that this adulterated oil is newly 
labelled and sold as pure American kerosene. 
No one is allowed to sell kerosene that gives off 
an inflammable vapor at a leas temperature 
than 110 deg. Fahrenheit. 

There is a popular brand of Australian oil that 
bears the test of 200 deg. It has the same yel- 
lowish color as the low test oils. The American 
high test oils, on the contrary, are always 
made “water white.” The colonial manufac- 
turers state that the yellow kerosene burns 
much brighter and better than that made water 
white. The liability of native oils to explode 
will always operate against their sale, and there 
seems to be no doubt that the explosion which 
took place in the Tongaluma light-house at 
Moreton Bay, near Brisbane, Queensland, last 
September, was occasioned by the use of Aus- 
tralian oil.

KEROSENE SHALE. 

New South Wales has for many years carried 
on a profitable industry in the manufacture of 
petroleum and paraffine out of the shale pro- 
duct, which exists in considerable quantities in 
various parts of the colony. The outputof the 
shale product, however. declined from 49,253 
tons, in 1883, to 31,618 tons in 1884. Those in- 
terested in the industry state that the depres- 
sion in the market which occasioned the decline 
is of a temporary character, and that the in- 
dustry will soon rally again, inasmuch as the 
difficulty of obtaining the mineral at the mines 
is not so great as formerly, while at the same 
time the cost of manufacturing it into oil has 
also been materially lessened. 

The subjoined table shows the quantity and 
value of shale produced in the colony of New 
South Wales for each year from 1865 to 1884. in- 
clusive:

The export of shale |from New South Wales 
declined from 22,657 tons, valued at $236,725 in 
1883, to 12,804 tons, valued at $119,870 in 1884 
The heaviest export occurred during 1882,when 
it reached 35,995 tons valued at $498,575.

The reports received from the mines this 
year indicate that the output will be much 
larger than that ot 1884. It has been predicted 
tor many years that the oil bearing districts of 
the United States would soon become ex- 
hausted, and that the bulk of the world’s sup- 
ply must be looked for im Russia and Australia, 
Chance, however, plays such a prominent part 
in the production of petroleum that we can do 
little more than prophesy in regard toit. Al- 
though we cannot reasonably hope for such 
unlooked for development as was shown by 
some of the wells of Pennsylvania and New 
York in 1882, nevertheless nothing as yet has 
occurred to indicate that the United States will 
not continue for many years to furnish the 
great bulk of the world’s supply of kerosene. 
The preduction of crude petroleum in the 
United States for 1884 was 24,(89,758 barrels, 
equal to 1,011,769,836 gallons valued at $20,476,294, 
It was 689,529 barreis gre8Bter than that of 1883, 
but the total value, however, was $5,263,958 less 
as the price of petroleum declined during 1884 
from $1.10 to 85 cents per barrel. 

The kerosene shale in New South Wales cov- 
ers a vast area. It is found at Lake Macquarie 
and Greta, in Cumberland County; at Mount 
Magallon and Mount York, in Cook County; at 
Joadga Creek, Cambewarra ranges, Broughton 
Creek, and Toonali River, Burragorang, in 
Camden County, and at Blackheath, the Vale 
of Hartley, and other places in the Blue Moun- 
tains. The mineral was known to exist ia New 
South Wales as early as 1827. Inthat year Dr 
P. Cunningham, of the royal British navy, des- 
cribes a species of coal found at Bathurst re- 
sembling Scotch cannel coal, “being nearly as 
light, and breaking with a similar fracture.”’ 

The Rev. W. B. Clarke, in{a.very able and 
scholarly report, directed the attention of the 
New South Wales legislative council to this 
mineral in the year 1849. Mr. Clarke stated in 
his report that he had examined the mineral in 
1841 and was then greatly impressed with its 
peculiar properties. Count Stirzelecki. in a 
work entitled “Physical Description of New 
South Wales,” published in 1845, gives a brief 
deseription of the mineral. The count at first 
thought it belonged to the Newcastle basin, 
but that theory was invalidated.from the fact 
that the seams overlapped masses of pure bitu- 
men, a characteristic not found with the New- 
castle coals. Mr. Clarke published some account 
of the discovery of the mineral in a catalogue 
forthe international exhibition. He stated 
that its specific gravity was 1.204,and that it 
was foundin masses from 6 to J2 inches in 
thickness. In a subsequent edition of 
the catalogue the London editor, 
without Mr. Clarke’s knowledge, omitted 
to use the matter referring to the existence of 
this coal. Mr. Clake afterwards said that while 
this undeserved act concealed from the English 
reader a valuable discovery it did not prevent 
the colonists from bringing their product un- 
der the notice of manufacturers. 

Professor Liversidge, of the Sydney Univer 
sity, one of the highest authorities on minerals 
in Australasia, does not think that the name 
“kerosene shale” isa proper one for the New 
South Wales wineral, for the reason that the 
substance does not possess the properties of a 
shale; that is, it has not the characteristic layn- 
ellar or tatty structure, but the reverse, being 
very compact and breaking with large, smooth 
conchoidal surfaces with equal readiness in 
every direction, and without any tendency to 
follow the planes of stratification. Professor 
Liversidge states that when the mineral is in 
large blocks there are occasional evidences of 
stratification, but even then they are mainly 
rendered visible by the presence of layers or 
films of earthy matter. The miners! does not 
differ very widely from cannel coal and tor- 
banite. Like cannel coal it usually occurs with 
ordinary coal in the form of lenticular de- 
posits. and when of good quality it burns read- 
ily without melting, and emits a luminous 
smoky flame. When heated in a tube it neither 
decrepitates nor fuses. In color it varies from 
a brownish black with greenish shade to full 
black. When struck it emits a dull wooden 
sound, The surface of the joints is often coated 
with a film of white clay, and for this reason it 
is sometimes called “white clay,’’ The mineral 
at Hartley Vale and Murrurundi is only slightly 
soluble in alcohol. 


THE VALE OF HARTLEY MINE. 

The Vale of Hartley mine is situated in one 
of the most picturesque and romantic parts of 
the colony about 83 miles northwest of Sydney, 
in the center of the Blue Moeuntains, 
at an altitude of 3,118 feet above th 








level ofthe sea, The railway up the mount- 
ains has added greatly in the establishment of 
a number of important industries there. The 
iron works at Eskbank are carried on success- 
fully, and the coal deposits are inexhaustible. 
The kerosene shale found there is said to be 
the richest in the world. Considerable quanti- 
ties of it are used in the large cities of the col- 
onies for the purpose of enriching gas. It is 
also exported for the same purpose to Holland, 
Java, and the States on the Pacific Slope of the 
United States. Only the better quality of the 
mineral is exported, the scraps and inferior 
portions being retained for the extraction of 
oil. The seams are from 1 foot to 2} feet ic 
thickness. It is much more difficult to mine 
than coal, and is usually gotten out with iron 
picks and pointed rods. Is does not run down 
readily into blocks, but has to be separated 
piece by piece and splintered off into sharp 
thin pieces. It is easily lighted with a match, 
and burns with a steady flame like a candle and 
emits a strong odor of kerosene. The company 
working the mine has a capital of £100,000 
($486,009), in £1 ($4.86) shares. Besides their 
operations at the mine they have extensive oil 
works at Waterloo. where they manufacture 
paraffine and kerosene lubricants, &c. Their 
head office 1s at 102 Clarence street, Sydney. 

At the twenty-seventh half yearly meeting 
of the directors of the company, on the 30th of 
June last, the sum of $21,214.93 was distributed. 


THE IUADGA CREEK MINE, 

This valuable mine is situated about 95 miles 
south of Sydney and 15 miles from Mittagong. 
The property, consisting of 1,944 acres, belongs 
to the Australian Kerosene Oil and Miteral 
Company. The plant was erected at consider- 
able cost, and is one of the best in the colony. 
the machinery being of the most improved pat- 
terns. The stationary engine for the purpose 
of winding the mineral out of the valley is an 
object of especial interest,and much can be 
said in favor of the company’s method of sep- 
arating the shale through their improved coal- 
cutters, run by hydraulic pressure. Mr. W.H. 
Lyme, ina valuable work entitled the “Com- 
merce and Resources of New South Wales,” 
has givena charming account of the Iuadga 
Creek mine. He describes it as being situated 
“in the midst of a circleof mountains in alove- 
ly valley, the extent of which in any direction 
would not exceed the range of a rifle shot.’ 
The approaches to itare said to be a.most in- 
accessible. The huts of the villages can be 
seen in the distance like toys, and a. little fur- 
ther off we view the manufacturing works, and 
above and beyond them on the mountain side 
the mine from which the shale is taken. At 
night, standing on the ridge immediately above 
the village, and between the place and Mittag- 
ong, the valley 1s a tremendous abyss of dark- 
ness with nothing to relieve the intensity 
of the gloom but the faint glimmer 
of ai few window or fire lights. 
The shale seams are believed to be the 
same as those worked in the Hartley district, 
although much thinner. The iuadga mine 
shows first a freestone roof and next about 8 
inches of sott coal, then the top shale, which is 
from9to 11 inches in thickness, capable of 
yielding 100 gallons of crude oil to the tou; be- 
low this is the bottom shale, ranging in thick- 
ness from 12 to 16 inches, and then is founda 
seam of hard inferior coal about 16 inches 
thick. Professor Liversidge states that the 
shale contains impressions of glossopteris and 
of the vertebraria. These fossil plants are best 
seen in the outcrops of the poorer portions of 
the shale, and especially where they have veen 
exposed to the weather. The glossopteris 
fronds are generally found between the lami- 
nv, the vertebraria runs across them. The 
company working the mine has given much 
satisfaction to the shareholders. They claim 
that their product is the best hitherto supplied 
in the colony, and that it is fully 25 per cent 
richer than the best samples of Scotch Bog- 
head mineral. They furnish shale to the gas 
works in this city from $12.16 to $12.64 per ton. 
The method of using it is to break it into small 
bits, and mix from 8 to 6 per cent of it with the 
ordinary charge of coal according to the qual- 
ity of the gas required. The manager of the 
mine states that it is not desirable to retort the 
shale by the usual process from the fact that 
its extreme richness causes the heat to fall off 
and a large proportion of tho volatile matter to 
recondense in the hydraulic main. When mixed 
with ordinary coking coal 3 per cent will yield 
gas of 18 candles. and 6 per cent with the same 
coal 22 candles. The use of the shale prevents 
the deposits of naphthaline—the chief obstacle 
in the way of making gas. 

Professor Liversidge examined two speci- 
mens of shale from the Iuadga mine, whieh up- 
on analysis yielded the following:

Mr. A. Dixon, F.C.S8., F.L.L. of the chemical 
school of arts of Sydney. obtained a number of 
specimens of this mineral and found it much 
lighter than the Boghead sbale of Scotland, the 
specific gravity being 1,098 against 1.20. The 
yield of hydrocarbon he said was much greater 
than that obtained from picked specimens of 
Boghead,:whilst the ash was only half as great.

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Petroleum Regulationsjin Turkey. 


REPORTS BY MINISTER COX AND CONSUL GEN, 
ERAL HEAP OF CONSTANTINOPLE. 


The trade in American petroleum with other 
countries is estimated as the fourth in amount 
upon the list of our exportations, There isa 
large portion of this trade with the people of 
the Ottoman Empire. Requests for informa- 
tion upon the restrictions of this trade by the 
Turkish Government are not infrequently 
made of this legation andjdoubtless‘of the State 
Department: 

Pertinent to this subject!I enclose the an- 
swer of Mr. Consul-General Heap, in reply toa 
letter addressed to him by myself, as to the 
present status of the petroleum trade. 

It is strange that the petroleum merchants of 
the United States do not know, or did not know 
till now, the favorable and equal conditions of 
their own traffic, which were easily learned on 
inquiry from the merchants in that trade in 
Constantinople. 8. 8. Cox. 

I beg to state that all vessels loaded with pe- 
troleum arriving at Constantinople, either 
from the United States or Russia, are required 
to anchor at the storage depot at Pacha Bag- 
tehe, or the Adriatic side of the Bosphorus- 
midway between the Sea of Marmora and the 
Black Sea. This depot was originally estab- 
lished by the Ottoman Government asa meas- 
ure of safety to prevent the accumulation of 
large quantities of petroleum in the city and its 
suburbs. 

All petroleum from the United States comes 
in vessels, mostly sailing, carrying from 12,000 
to 30,000 cases. 

That from. Batoum, intended for local, con- 
sumption, is frequently conveyed in small 
sailing vessela, carrying 500 to 1,000 cases, or a 
proportionate quantity in barrels. 

They auchor at the depot and are allowed to 
sell their cargoes from the deck, paying re- 
duced charges. If ships coming from the 
United States wish to avail themselves of this 
privilege they bave the right to do so, but it 
would be a manifest disadvantage {for them to 
pay demurrage for the long period it would 
require to dispose of their cargoes in this 
manner. 

No vessels of any nationality toaded with 
petroleum are allowed to discharge at the 
wharves of Constantinople, ajl without distine- 
tion being obliged to go to the depots at Pacha 
Bagtche for this purpose. 

These stores were in the first instance built 
by the Government and offered few conveni- 
encies for the rapid discharge of ships and the 
delivery of the petroleum for consumption. 
Subsequently a concession was given to Sami 
Bey and consorts to build larger and safer 
stores and a wharf where vessels could lie and 
discharge much more rapidly and without the 
expense of lighters. 

For these additional facilities, and economy 
in time and money, the tariff for storage was 
increased, which led to much discussion and 
correspondence, and it was finally reduced, 
though not to the rate which the American 
legation and the Russian embassy were of 
opinion would be just and sufficient; and so it 
has remained, but not. with any formal consent 
on their part. 

Boats carrying about 50 cases, or about 15 
barrels, convey the petroleum te the city. 
Many of these boats belong to the importers, 
They are of uniform,size, buildjand color (blue) 
and are built of iron. 

Only a limited quantity of petroleum is al- 
lowed to be received in the stores in town. 

I am aware of no discrimination against 
American petroleum, whether at the depots or 
elsewhere, If any facilities have been granted 
to Russian trade which have not been equally 
extended to ours, no complaints have been 
made at this consulate, and I am sure that im- 
porters of American{petroleum are sufticiently 
awake to their interests to prompt'y protest 
against any measure which might be injurious 
to their trade. 

A new tariff is to be negotiated with this gov- 
ernment, under which the duty on™ petroleum 
will be raised from the present rate of 8 per 
cent. to about 16 per cent. ad valorem. 

The Russians have negotiated their tariff, the 
United States have not eommenced the discus- 
sion of theirs, but the Turkish Government 
has asked that it be proceeded with without 
further delay. 

The Russian negotiator, Mr. Timiriaseff, in- 
formed me that the duty he had agreed to wag 
16 per cent. ad valorem, with the proviso that 
if we obtained a lower,rate,Jjwhich I do not 
think likely, the Russians shall benefit by it.

CHEMICAL MARKET.

TUESDAY EVENING, Feb. 16, 1886. 

Since our Jast issue there bas been very little 
done in the chemical market. Transportation 
has been made so difficult from the storms 

raging during the week and arrivals from the 
same cause have been so light there has been 
no chance for an active market. Stocks of all 
grades being so light prices generally are well 
maintained. There have been a few contracts 
for bleach placed for shipment over the year 
and the same has been done in high test BM 
alkali. {Caustic soda, under reports of an easier 
market abroad, is weaker here, specially for 
shipments. White sugar of lead has been ad- 
vancedand the same may be saidof brown 
acetate of lime. Chlorate of potash is weaker, 
while muriate is higher. The other light chemi- 
cals are all steady under a fair consumptive de- 
mand. Mr. D. B. McCulloch, in speaking of the 
Liverpool market under date of Feb. 4, saye: 
Chemicals remain very dull, but in some arti- 
cles there is a feeling that the bottom may have 
been touched. Whether they will develop into 
a better demand remains to be seen. Saltcake 
and soda ash continue neglected. Caustic eoda 
is dull, but bids of £8 7s 64 fob have been re- 
fused for large lines of 70 per cent. Soda crys- 
tals and bleaching powder are rather firmer. 
Chlorate of potash less active, deliveries are 
now being made of the new brands. Potashes 
maintain the advance. Borax, prussiate of 
potash and tartaric acid comes dearer from 
abroad and citric acid is more inquired for with 
an upward tendency. Nitrate of soda with 
milder weather, is less depressed and sulphate 
of ammonia is firm, though not so active. 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands continues in light stock 
for prompt delivery. The demand fortunately 
is light, otherwise there would be considerable 
trouble experienced in shipping goods prompt- 
ly. The sales comprise 75 tons at prices rang- 
from 1324@1 45c, as to brand and quantity. 
High test is moving fairly well at 144@1 30c, as 
to brand, quantity and holder. Messrs Robert 
Crooks & Co in their late circular say: Ma: ket 
continues extremely quict, and there is very 
little business reported. Some small orders 
have been placed at 144d for both carbonated 
and caustic ash. This price could be shaded for 
quantity. 

Caustic soda ash, 48 per cent, has been in bet- 
ter request since our last, more especially for 
future shipments, as stocks on the spot con- 
tinue smallas noted for the past few wecks. 
Values however do not show any inprovement, 
if anything they are weaker and tending down- 
wards. Sales are reported of 100 tons for ship- 
ment at 1 25@1 27}¢c, as to brand and quantity, 
also 50 tons in lots at 130@1 35c, as to quantity 
and holder. High test is without special feat- 
ure, with prices nominally quoted at 1 25@1 30c, 
as to brand and quantity. Messrs J P Brunner 
& Co, in speaking of the Liverpool market un- 
der date of Feb 6,say: Soda ash-A few sales 
are reported of 48 per cent caustic and 48 per 
cent carbonated ash for prompt shipments to 
the States at 1)4d, but taking it all round this 
article isin a lifeless state at nominally late 
rates. 

New Castle soda ash 48 per cent. continues 
in light stock available for prompt delivery, as 
the bulk of the recent arrivals have gone into 
consumption. The Ripon City, over due, and 
the Katie, now on way, will both only bring a 
limited quantity, as nearly all has been placed 
for consumption. For shipments during Feb- 
ruary and March the price ranges from 1 25@ 
130c as to brand, quantity and holder, with 
sales of 100 tons reported within the range. 
High test is without material change, except 
that holders are not quoting to any extent 
above 52 per cent, for which 1}4c is generally 
asked, but fora round lot 122}¢c would prob- 
ably be accepted. The demand during the 
week has been light, no doubt caused by the 
recent storms, which have interfered with 
transactions to a considerable extent. 

Alkali 36 per cent at the moment is scarce on 
the spot, consequently holders are firmer in 
their views. Forshipments 1 25@1 30c is quoted 
as to brand, quantity and date of shipment. In 
B M48 per cent there has bcen a good con- 
sumptive demand at prices ranging from 1 H@ 
1 35c as to quantity, with sales of 175 tons with- 
in the range. High test B M continues to come 
freely to band, and yet with these free arrivals 
there is no accumulations of stocks as the bulk 
is generally under contract for consumption. 
In shipments extending over the year there 
has been a good demand resulting in the plac- 
ing of several contracts sggregating 750 tons 
at prices ranging from 125@1 30c as to quan- 
tity and date of delivery; besidcs this there 
have been sales of 175 tons ic jobbing orders at 
prices ranging frem 1 27}4@1 32}¢c, as to quan- 
tity. The other higher test refined alkalies are 
very quiet at the moment, with prices steady 
at 1 40@1}<c, as to make, quantity and holder. 

Bleaching powder has been rather quiet dur- 
ing the week, and the only business of any im- 
portance we hear of is the placing of several 
contracts for shipment over the year, aggre- 
gating about 750 tons of very high test at 1 62% 
@I 650, as to quantity and date of shipment. 
The arrivals continue to come freely to hand, 
but as the bulk is usually sold previous to ar- 
rival, very little surplus stock finds its way on 

the market. The sales comprise 75 oks of out

Ammonias, Potashes and Fertil- 
izing Chemicals. 

Since our last there has been animproved de- 
mand for the various fertilizing chemicals, not- 
withstanding there has been considerable de- 
lay in shipping on account of ice in the rivers 
and the storms that have been raging all over 
the country. Sulphate of ammonia is quite 
scarce on the spot for prompt delivery, as 
nearly all of the recent arrivals have gone into 
consumption. For parcelson way or for fu- 
ture shipment 315c is lowest price named. 
Domestic makers are also firmer under 
limited offerings at 3 15@3 20c as to make and 
quantity. There has been a good demand for 
blood, especially for spring delivery with con- 
tracts aggregating 450 tons at prices ranging 
from $2 40@2 45as to grade, quantity and date 
of delivery. The market closes firm with very 
little stock obtainable at quotations. The 
stooks of sulphate of potash for prompt deliv- 
ery are becoming quite scarce, for which hol- 
ders are demanding 115@1 20c as to quantity 
and holder. For April shipment and forward 
they are quoting 107}4@1 10c as to quantity 
and date of shipment. Kieserite on the spot is 
quoted at $4 90@500 while for shipments $5 25@ 
5 50 is lowest named as to quantity, hoider and 
date of shipment. 

The demand for chlorate of potash bas been 
very light during the week, as buyers are an- 
ticipating lower prices, and only purchasing to 
cover current wants. From dock there have 
been a few small sales at 1644@17c, as to brand 
and holder. Powdered is also weaker, it now 
being quoted at 1744@18c, as to make and 
holder. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co., in speak- 
ing of the Liverpool market under date of Feb- 
ruary 6, says: ‘“‘Chlorate of potash was sold in 
the early part of the week at 63gd, but American 
buyers have since paid 644d for prompt deliv- 
ery.” 

During the week past there have been no ar- 
rivals of muriate of potash; consequently, the 
market has assumed a stronger tone for spot 
and near-by goods.

Miscellaneous. 

Acetate of lime for either make continues 
very scarce for prompt delivery. There have 
been several lots of gray exported during the 
week; also a few small sales of brown from 
second hands at 1 20@1 25c, but for round lots 
1 15c is still named for brewn and 2c for gray. 

Alum has been fairly active since our last, 
the demand being confined mostly to jobbing 

orders. For contracts for forward delivery 
rather more inquiry is reported, and we note 
sales of 250 bbls of lump and ground at 1% 
@l%c, as to brand, quantity and date ot deliv- 
ery; also 150 bbls of Natrona Porusat 25éc. 

Arsenic, under free arrivals end large stocks 
on way,is very dull and hard tosell except 
where concessions are made, For spot parcels 
the price ranges from 2@24c as to brand and 
quantity, the latter price being for Garland’s, 
while the quotations for parc2ls on way are 
nominally quoted at 2c, but for a round lot 
this can be shaded. Red arsenic is meeting 
with the usual jobbing demand at 64@6%c as 
to atyle of packing, 

Blue vitriolis meeting with the usual jobbing 
demand at 4@4}4c asto quantity for common, 
und 44@1%c forextra. For car lots of western 
makes 3 85c is generally quoted, but for round 
lots this can be shaded. 

Since the placing of the recent arrival of 
brimstone from dock the market has assumed 
astronger tone. The sales comprise 400 tons at 
about $22, while for store lots $23@23 50 is gen- 
erally named. Future shipments are not much 
sought after and are quoted at $22 50 for best 
seconds and $21 50@2175 for best thirds, as to 
quantity and date of shipment. 

More inquiry is reported for cream tartar for 
future delivery, although the bulk of the orders 
are forsmall lots as very few large contracts 
are reported at the moment. The prices estab- 
lished by the combination are we)l maintained 
and nochange isintimated as likely to occur for 
the present. 

Copperas bas further been reduced in price 
during the week, the demand. however, has not 
been stimulated to any great extent by the re- 
duction. The price now quoted for either spot 
or forward delivery ranges from 60@70c as to 
make and quantity. 

Nitrate soda has not been very active al- 
thougn a fair jobbing trade is reported at prices 
ranging from 2 35@2 40c as to quantity. For 
Parcels on way 234@2 30c ia named while for 
shipments the price ranges from 2 J8@220c as 
to date. Messrs. Webber 4; Co. in a late circu- 
lar say: ‘“Nitrate—It has been resolved to lim- 
ited production for the months of January- 
March, 1886, totwo millions of quintals, and 
for April-December to about 74% millions, e. i. 
at the rate of of ten millions for 12 months; 

thus the total production for 1856 is fixed at a 
little less than ten millions, which figure can- 
not be surpgssed by much by shipments, as 
stocks at the end of this yearare actually re- 
duced to almost nothiag. The leading com- 
mittee bas receive'l authorization to increase 
the amount to be produced; however, it is re- 
peatedly asserted that this is considered only 


as a measure cf defence against new 
competitors, and that the above limit 
of about 10 millions will be strictiy 


adhered to, Our market during the tortnight 
has been inactive; there wes a good demand for 
December and early January shipments, but 
offers for sale of these descriptions were very 
much restricted, and actually the December 
production appears to be soldout. Forward 
delivery, say January-February, is offered to- 
day at $3 30 for 95 per cent, but does not find 
much interest for the reason thatitis difficult 
to secure freight for distaut shipment. Ex- 
ports, as advised by telegraph, amount to 49,(00 
tons shipped in November to Europe, 2,500 tons 
for United States; loading on the Ist of Decem- 
ber 32,000 tons for Europe, nil for United States. 
Charters for the fortnight embrace 7,890 tons 
loading capacity for Europe, 1750 tons for 
United States, E. C.” 

Mr. F. B. Nichols, in his circular under date 
of Feb 15th, gives stock in store and afloat in 
Atlantic ports, February 1, bags, 1886, 74,248; 
1885, 114,726; 1884, 72,596. Total arrivals to date, 
5,036; same time 1885, 8,510; same time 1884, 18,- 
654, To arrive, 1886, 61,875; 1885, 108,817; 1884, 
61,367. Visible supply, 224,175; same time 1835, 
273,817; same time 1884, 316,367. Total deliveries 
to February 15, 1884, 30,479; same time 1885, 20,- 
877; same time 1884, 29,591. Sales spot 1886, 2 35 
@2 40c; 1885, 2}44@2 3-16c; 1884, 244@2 30c. There 
wasagood demand throughout the fortnight, 
andthe market was quite active. The Valpa- 
raiso market was depressed by a smal) demand 
from Europe, and lower prices were accepted 
for April-May shipments.

Philadelphia Chemical Market. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 15, 1886. 

The chemical market continues quiet, the 
few transactions reported being mostly jobbing 
orders and for which full market prices have 
been paid. The receipts of the week have been 
light notwithstanding the arrival of a New- 
castle steamer, on which however very little 
remains to dispose of from dock. 

Carbonated soda ash, Liverpool 48 per cent, is 
only wanted ina moderate way and for which 
holders are naming 1424@1 474c, as to brand 
aod quantity. To arrive 140@1 45c is asked, 
but with firm offers of 1374éc business would 
probably result. In 58 per cent trade con- 
tinues dull, with 1374@1 45c named asto brand 
and date of arrival. Newcastle 48 per cent is 
scarce on spot and by steamer now on way lit- 
tle remains unsold. Spot goods are held at 
1 3744@1 42}4c, and to arrive and for shipment 
135c is quoted with 130c offered and refused. 
High test remains unchanged and little or 
nothing doing. Cable reports a better feeling 
on the otherside. Caustic soda ash 48 per cent 
is in moderate stock and obtainable from dock 
aud store at 1374%@145c. To arrive same fig- 
ures are named, with a possibility of a shade 
less being accepted on offer. The ruling de- 
mand in this article has been for jobbing par- 
cels. Caustic soda of the various tests remains 
quiet; 60 percent is in fair stock, more than 
sufficient to meet the demand and quoted at 
275@2 85c. To arrive 2 70@2 75c is named, but 
with no sales reported; 70 per cent isinajobbing 
way obtainable at 25734@2 65c, while toarrive and 
round lots from dock are offering at 255@ 
@2 60c: an offer of 25244c would buy. Inthe 
higher tests there is an absence of demaud; 
holders have been offering at lower figures 
which, however, did not prove inducive as 
buyers are well supplied. Sal soda on spot is 
held at 95@100, the demand is limited and 
rather than store holders would probably ac- 
cept 924¢c. To arrive 92}44@97ec is named. 
Refined alkali 36 per cent has been quite active, 
sales being made of round lots both on spot and 
to arrive, and resulting in concentrating the 
stock of spot goods and to arrive, in few hands, 
and in consequence higher figures are ramed, 
135@1 40c being the ruling quotations. To 
arrive per Stag 1 37¥¢c is asked, possibly can be 
shaded on firm offer. BM 48 percent continues 
scarce on spot with parcels in second hands 
being held at the usual jobbing advance. What 
is now on way is well sold up. Shipments are 
obtainable at 1 35@1 3744c as to quantity. BM 
is obtainable on spot at 1 40@1 45c and to arriye 
at 137}44@140c. Bleaching powder is in light 
demand, but as stocks are small no change in 
figures is noted, 1674:@1‘%5c being asked for 
spot goode and 1 624@1 67<c to arrive, Nitrate 
of soda on spot is firmly held at 2 4244@2 50e.

A Big Phosphate Case. 


At Beaufort, 8. C., last week, the case of the 
State of South Carolina against the Pacific 
Guano Company was taken up in the Court of 
Common Pleas. This case has been pending for 
some time, It was originally brought at the 
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time when Gen. Hagood was Governor, under 
direction of the Department of Agriculture, to 
determine the rights uf the State to the creeks 
in Horse, Palmer’s, Wimbee and other creeks 
running through Chisholm’s Island, and which 
creeks were being mined by the Pacific Guano 
Company, they claiming them as their own. 
After hearing the matter Judge Wallace, in 
an elaborate opinion, decided that the State was 
entitled to the beds of the creeks above named, 
and was entitled to damage on account of the 
mining and removal of phosphate rock from 
such creeks. Having decided these principles 
he ordered that the caseshould be recommitted 
for the purpose of taking testimony as to the 
amount of rock which had been taken from the 
creeks, the cost of production and its value 
after it had been produced. Judge Wallace 
held that the State was entitled as damages to 
the difference between the cost of producing 
the rock and its value after being produced. 


An appeal was taken from his decision to the 
Supreme Court, where the case was again fully 
argued, with the result that the dccision of 
Judge Wallace was in all material points af- 
firmed. Upon the case coming back to the Cir- 
cuit Court an order was made by Judge Fraser, 
in 185, directing the referee to hold references, 
and to take testimony and to report the same 
to the Court. A number of references were 
held and a considerable amount of testimony 
taken. The books of the company were all put 
in evidence, together with otber exhibits. The 
report of the referee consiste of a pamphlet 
Sontaining over one hundred and thirty pages 
of closely printed matter. 

The issues now before the Court, and to settle 
which this testimony was taken, are to deter- 
mine what amount of rock has peen mined and 
removed by the Pacific Guano Company from 
the beds of the creeks which have been adjudged 
to belong to the State of South Carolina; next, 
what was the cost to the company gf pro- 
ducing such rock; and third, what was the 
value of the rock when produced. 

It is too early to give any outline of the post- 
tions which will be taken by counsel on either 
side. Those representing the State are confident 
that they can show to the satisfaction of the 
Judge thata very large amount of rock has been 
taken and that the quantum of damages which 
the State will recover should be very consider- 
able. Of course the efforts of the opposing 
counsel will be directed to showing a direct re- 
duction of the estimate of the counsel for the 
State to its lowest figures, Both sides are fully 
prepared, and a spirited legal contest may be 
expected.

The Importance of the Chemist in 
the Manufacturing and Commercial 
Business. 


In a handsomely ‘gotten-up circular letter, 
which Profs. Austen and Wilber have recently 
sent to their clients, attention is arawn to the 
growing importance of the expert chemist in 
the following words: 

There is scarcely a manufacture or business 
at present that does notin some way involve 
applications of chemistry. There are waste 
products to be utilized, processes to be im- 
proved or new methods to be invented, and all 
of these, to a greater or less extent, require the 
attention of an experienced cLemist. Or there 
is something that the manufacturer wishes to 
do or to avoid, and in most cases the chemist 
can help him most effectively. 

Materials bought and sold, not only in manu- 
facturing, but in purely mercantile business, 
are very generally tested by the chemist to as- 
certain if they are what is claimed. The extent 
to which adulteration‘is ‘carried can§hardly be 
appreciated by the non-scientific man. Certain 
articles, as paints, colors,’cream of tartar, etc., 
it is dificult to obtain unadulterated. Immense 
savings would be ‘effected if systematic chemi- 
cal examinations were made of all commercial 
articles, and subsequent sales based on the re- 
sults thus obtained. In purely mercantile busi- 
ness, the opinions} of anjexpert; chemist as to 
the value of commercial articles, the estimated 
fields for new ones or the new uses for old ones, 
the profits and chanccs of processes, manufac- 
tures and enterprises on which mercantile 
business is based, are becoming daily more val- 
uab!e and appreciated. 

In purely chemical manufactures the chemist 
is, of course, a necessity, and one; or more are 
regularly employed by the works. In other 
branches of industry not purely chemical, but 
still involving more or less the applications of 
chemistry,it has been found advisable,econom- 
cal, and profitable to retain a professional 
chemist, thus obtaining the services of a skill- 
ed expert in cases where the manufacturer 
could not afford to employ his whole time, 


In expert work the chemist has an important 
place. He appears in legal cases, botb criminal 
and civil, he is selected by court to make test 
analysis in cases of reputed results, he repre- 
sents interests 1n relation to proposed laws be- 
fore legislatures, be is retained as advisory 
counsel or expert in law suits, indictments for 
buisancer, examinations of works, i processes 
and projects. 

In the matter of patents the chemist again 
has a great field. If there is any particuler 
weak spot in a patent, it is very liable to bea 
chemical one, The opinion of an expert chem- 


ist on a patent, in which chemical points are 
involved, is of the greatest possible importance 
and value. Much trouble and loss could be 
avoid.dif patent lawyers would consult with 


chemists in relation to the subject matter of 
the patents they apply for. Not only would 
the patents be thus made far more able to 
stand attack, but other applications might be 
suggested. 

Among the many kinds of analyses which a 
chemist has to make, there is none more inter- 
esting than that of water, Modern science 
shows that a great number of diseases, if, in- 
deed, not the majority, are conveyed by drink- 
ing-water. The refuse which is thrown into 
sewers, or placed under ground, dissappears 
from sight only, and soaks through the eerth 
into wells and sourees of water supply, often 
causing outbreaks of disease. In cities there is 
hardly a well the water of which is safe to 
drink. Water boards can only feel secure by 
having systematic and continual examinations 
of the reservoir and supply water; and in the 
cases of nuisances and contamnations the ser- 
vices of a chemist should be secured without 
delay. In fact,every one who drinks from a 
well, a cistern, or from a city supply, should at 
times have the water examined; even ice is 
now often examined. For manufacturing pur- 
poses, a chemical examination of the water 
used is a necessity. The hardness and the scale 
forming or corroding properties should be ac- 
curately known if the user wishes to practice 


economy.

Treating Ozokerite for Ceresin. 
E. SAURLAND, 


The first attempts to bleach earth wax direct- 
ly, so far as known, were made in 1870. Results 
which first led to manufacture on a large scale 
were obtained by H. Ujhely at Stockholm, near 
Vienna, Dr. Pitz in Carlsbad, and J. F. Otto in 
Frankfurt a. O., who have been selling the arti- 
cle since 1872. 

Only few of the numerous processes pro- 
posed during the past ten years have been 
practically successful, and only two methods, 
both based on the use of sulphuric acid, are 
now employed, In the largest ceresin works 
the ozokerite mixed with sulphuric acid is 
heated to 180 deg. C. and over, and a complete 
carbonization of the bodies separated by the 
acid is effected. Insome of thesmaller works 
the operation is carried on ata lower tempera- 
ture and the bodies to be removed from the 
ozokerite are simply held in solution in the sul- 
phuric acid and are removed in the solution as 
a tarry sediment. 


In both the methods the ozokerite must pre- 
viously be freed from tae small quantities of 
water which it contains. This is effected by 
“boiling,” that is, by heating to 120 deg. C., at 
which temperature all water is given off. The 
operation must be carefully conducted to 
avoid boiling over. In all cases it is advisable 
to keep a few pieces of earthwax in readincss 
so be thrown info the mvulten mass in case it 
should risein the kettle. The' wax may be 
boiled in the kettle inJwhich it is afterward 
mixed with the acid, or better still, in a sepa- 
rate kettle, in which latter case the mechanical 
admixtures are allowed to settle. 


The boiling kettle should have sufficient 
capacity to hold as much wax as is to be 
bleached in a day, and may be heated by direct 
firing or by steam heat. In the former casethe 
apparatus is constructed in the form of a still, 
provided with a condenser for collecting any 
light mineral oils which may be evolved dur- 
ing the operation. When boiling with direct 
steam this precaution is generally unnecessary.

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South American Affairs, 


On taking a general view of the situation in 
the South American countries tke outlook for 
trade down there is brighter than it has been 
for many a year. At the comparatively low 
prices ruling among us there can hardly fail to 
be a good demand it is thought for our domes- 
tic goods, and this demand would steadily in- 
crease should the purchasing capability of the 
people expand in consequence of better prices 
for what they produce. To cultivate more as- 
siduously than ever before business relations 
with that part of our hemisphere should be one 
of our main objects this year. 


The Argentine Republic is, it is true, still sad- 
dled with the lately revived paper money and 
the annoying gold premium it entails, but her 
credit stands so well in Europe that several im- 
portant loans have lately been negotiated on 
reasonable terms. Immigration cf agricultur- 
ists is steadily on the increase, farming flour- 
ishes, railways multiply in all directiens, and 
no country in South America advances so rap- 
idly. This may also be said with reference to 
Uruguay, which, though smaller has resources 
as valuable and varied, with finances easier 
within control and a government as firmly 
seated. In Brazil one of the most iritating and 
at the same time momentous questions was 
finally settled last fall, the gradual emancipa- 
tion of the negroes, which will, it is estimated, 
bg accomplished within the next eight years 
without much disorganization of labor. The 
finances of Brazil are about the only thing 
which causes uneasiness; they may, however, 
take a more favorable turn should colonial 
produce appreciate in value, as it is hoped may 
be the case at least with coffee. All Brazilian 
products have ranged so low for several years 
past that the revenues of the country have

There has been but a moderate business in 
dyes and dyestuffs, but signs of the improve- 
mentin trade which has been so confidently 
expected are beginning to appear, and in a 
couple of weeks it is thought the spring busi- 
ness will begin in earnest. There have been 
few changes in prices, the general tone of the 
market being one of firmness. 

Alizarine is in fair request, but there are no 
large sales making. There has been no change 
in prices of late, and it is now believed that 
prices have reached bottom, for reasons which 
are given at length in an article on our edito- 
rial pages. The sales making bring 20@22e, and 
these are the general prices, although 25c is 
nominally asked. Alizarine assistant is selling 
to a moderate extent at previous prices. 

Aniline colors are in very fair request for 
the season, but a marked improvement is look- 
ed for within a month. 

Cochineal is quiet, but is held firmly with lim- 
ited offeringr. The recent arrival of 30 bags 
silvers was sold this week at 30c. We quote 
82@c for silvers, 35c for blacks and 38c for 
gray blacks. 

The demand for cutch continues active and 
is principally from consumers who are buying 
in expectation of still higher prices. Since our 
last there have been reported sales of 3000 boxes 
star B, mostly in Boston, at 64@63¢c. This 
mark is now held at 644c. Diamond S M is held 
firmly at 64@65c an‘ M M slabs are nominally 
quoted at 644c and are in very limited supply. 
The market for futures is very firm and 
indicates higher prices. Offers of 5%c for 
6000 bags diamond S M for February-April 
shipment trom Caicutta were refused, and in 
return only 3000 bags were offered 6%c being 
named as the lowest price at which it would be 
sold, The Boston Commercial and Shipping List 
of the 15th inst. says: ‘‘The position of cutch is 
a very strong one and the market has been very 
active. There have been sales here during the 
past few days of nearly 10,000 packages, mostly 
to consumers who have at last begun to realize 
that the position of the article both here and in 
India warrants their laying in a stock. One 
consumer has put in a stock for twelve months. 
The supply here is very limited and daily grow- 
ing smaller, whereas nothing can be had for 
shipment from India until April,and it is doubt- 
ful if supplies cun be obtained there then.” 


Divi divi has not changed since our last and 
only small sales are making. The quotations 
remain nominally $45@50 per ton according to 
quantity and quality. 

Dyewood extracts are in moderate demand, 
but dealers are looking for an early revival of 
trade. Prices are steadily maintained at the 
quotations given below. 

Gambier remains very firm, with a steady 
upward inclination to prices, though no quot- 
able change bas occurred since we last went 
to press. The demand for spot goods continues 
rather light, as most buyers are supplied for 
the present. There have been sales from store 
of 200 bales at 5@5!4c, and these were the quo- 
tations at the close, though some holders were 
asking as high as 5}¢c for small lots. From the 
Lizzie H., which is due here about 
March 1, sales have been made of 
200 bales at 5@5%c. Sales of 650 
tons ex-Eclipse, to arrive about May 
lst are also reported, the price being 434c. 
There is a little more offering from the Eclipse 
at that figure. For shipment sales of 200 tons 
February-April have been made at 4}¢c cash. 
The supply is steadily diminishing and there 
are only about 3,000 bales that can arrive here 
before the first of May. The following is re- 
received from Cape Town under date of Janu- 
ary 13th: “‘Bark Wm Hales, from Singapore 
for New York, which put in here on the 12th, 
struck on a reef off Strin’s Bay on Jan10. A 
survey was held and it was found that she had 
8 feet of water inthe hold and was making 
about 244 feet per hour. The vessel has been 
brought into dock andthe cargo is being dis- 
charged in order that she may go into dry dock 
for further examination.” 

The demand for indigo continues rather light 
but an early improvement is looked for. The 
tone of the market is firm and we have no 

changes to report. The goods arriving are be- 
ing delivered on contract. Theimports of East 
India indigo for the week were, 7 cases, 
since January 15th, 527 vases, 

Prussiate of potash has not sold so freely 
during the past week, most buyers being sup- 
plied. Prices are steady and unchanged, the 
general quotation being 2134c. 

Sicily sumac has been in more demand and 
we hear of sales of 500 bags froia store at $81@ 
86 and 500 bags to arrive at $80@85, according 
to quantity and quality. Some of the Virginia 
sumac mills have been compelled to shut down 
on account of the recent high floods, and there 
is consequently not much offering at the mo- 
ment. This gives the market a firmer tone, but 
there is go quotable change in prices. We 
quote $60@65 as to quality and quantity. 

Turmeric is dull and we hear of nothing 
doing on the spot or to arrive. Prices have not
